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RUSSIA MORE AGGRESSIVE 


ANOTHER MIDNIGHI RAID BY 
HER AGENTS. 
fHE PREFECT OF BOURGAS SEIZED AND 
RUSSIAN RULE PROCLAIMED—WAR- 
LIKE SPEECHES DISAVOWED. 

Tirnova, Nov. 5.—The Russian Captain, 
Nabokeff, who was leader of the coup @’état in 
May last, at midnight or Wednesday led a band 
of Montenegrins which attacked the Prefecture 
at Bourgas, seized the Prefect and other officers 
and proclaimed Russian rule. The Govern- 
went has seut troops to quell the revolt. An 
officer who escaped from Bourgas says that the 
populace are awaiting the coming of the troops 
to assist them inan attack upon the Russians. 
Nabokoff’s band started from the Russian Con- 
sulate. Five Zankoffites were among the revolu- 
tionists. There is a Russian warship at Bourgas. 

A ukase has been issued granting amnesties to 
regiments that assisted in the deposition of Prince 
Alexander. This is considered a censure of Gen. 
Kaulbars. who demanded the release of only the 
officers, without mentioning the privates. 

Several Deputies have telegraphed to Mr. Glad- 
stone asking him to use his influence with Russia 
in behalf of bulgaria. 

Soria, Nov. 5.—Gen. Kaulhars has de- 
manded the dismissal from office of the Prefect 
who expelled M. Nebolsin, a Russian subject, 
from the Sotia Council Chamber. The Prefect 
has offered to resign in order to relieve the Goy- 
ernment of the difficulty, but Gen. Kaulbars in- 
sists that he be dismissed. 


BELGRADE, Nov. 5.—The Russian Minister 
here protests against the cession of Bregova to 
Servia, as the acts of the Bulgarian Regency are 
nut recognized in Russia. 

Prstu, Nov. 5.—The members of the Min- 
istry disavow President Smolka’s speech in the 
Austrian Delegation yesterday. It is reported 
that in consequence of the speech the Emperor 
considered it necessary to redraft his address, 
whieh will be delivered to-morrow. Count Kal- 
noky, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
in answer to inquiries from Austrian Delegates, 
said that he disapproved of Herr Smolka’s 
speech. 

Herr Tisza whe made a speech in the Hunga- 
tian Delegation last night relative to the duty of

Vienna, Noy. 5.—The Presse considers the 
speech of President Smolka, in the Austrian 
Delegation at Pesth yesterday, a warning in the 
interest of peace, and says: * Excluding the idea 
of immediate action, he only desired, in view of 
the dithcuity of the moment, to furnish the Del- 
egation with an indication. that would usefully 
snide their labors.” The Presse is confident that 
tis possible to maintain the peace of Europe. 
The Sagblait says that President Smolka, with a 
patriotic intention to support the wur credit, de- 
scribed the situation of affairs too gloomily. The 
paper says itis convinced that Count Kalnoky 
will represent matters before the Delegations ina 
brighter light. Tne Neue Freie Presse says Herr 
Smolka and Herr Tisza spoke last night only in 
their own names, and declares it will await the 
Emperor’s and Count Kalnoky’s addresses to the 
Delegations to see whether the tone adupted by 
Herr Smolka and Herr Tisza was justified.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Mr. Gladstone has made 
the following reply to a letter from a prominent 
Liberal who proposed the presentation to him of 
& national testimonial: “I do not desire and 


should regret the presentation of any national 
testimonial, even if the desire sprang froma 
feeling widely spread, which feeling I do not 
think-exists.”

The steamer Persian Monarch, from New-York 
for London, which grounded on the breakwater 
at the entrance to Portland Roads, has been 
floated, and has entered the Roads. The damage 
to the vessel is less than was supposed. 


LONDON, Novy. 6.—Mr. Chaplin, (Conserva- 
tive,) in a speech at Radcliffe last evening, said 
it had been stated that he was a Tory in revolt;

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—The recent visit of Herr 
yon Bleicnroder, British Consui-General here, 
and un authority on financial questions, to 
Prince Bismarck at Varzin has given rise to ru- 
mors on the Bourse that Prince Bismarck 
sought Herr von Bleichroder’s views because of 
the serious danger he perceived in the increas- 
ing fondness of Germans for foreign invest- 
ments which yield high interest, but offer bad 
security. The alarm felt by the Chancellor is 
said to buve ariseu from the avidity with which 
the Buenos Ayrean loan was-absorbed. An 
enormous amowit of Russian stock is already 
he:d in Berlin, and the wisdom of foreign in- 
vestments is being hotly discussed by news- 
pupers and financiers.

ARMOURS BEEF BUTCHERS. 


THE ORDER TO QUIT WORK NOT GEN- 
ERALLY OBEYED. 

CuHicaGo, Noy. 5.—Master Workman But- 
ler, of District Assembly No. 57, discovered 
to-day that his order issued last even- 
ing to the men employed at Armour’s 
packing honse did not kindle any amount 
of enthusiasm. In fact it met with but little re- 
sponse. In all not more than 200 men quit 
work. Matters during the day assumed such 


shape that I50 .men, sworn in as Dep 
uty Sheriffs and under command of Depu- 
ties Nickerson and Burke and Capt. Foley 
of Pinkerton’s force, were brought to the yards 
late in the afternoon and quartered at the former 
barracks—Washington Butchers’ Sons’ house. 
The men are allin uniform, and the only arms 
they carry are clubs and revolvers. It is 
thought by a good many that there will be a gen- 
eral strike owing to the presence of Deputy 
Sheriffs, but talks had with a number of the men 
at work showed that a good many of them would 
have to be driven out before they would leave. 
Fully nine-tenths of those out are anxious to re- 
turn to work, but some secret influence is 
brought to bear upon them by a few foolish lead- 
ers. Master Workman Butler said he knew 
nothing about the strike, but the following order 
issued by him Wednesday shows that he knows 
all about it: 
CHICAGO, Nov 3. 
To the Knights of Labor employed in Armour & 
Co.’s beef houses and their followers: 
You are hereby ordered not to resume work after 
this date, the 3d day of November, 1886. 
By order of the Executive Committee on Strike. 
M.J. BUTLER, Chairman. 
y.C. MARSHALL, Secretary. 
It was said yesterday that resignations as 
members of the Kuights of Labor were pouring 
into headquarters from strikers. and the feel- 
ing of disgust at the way the strike is being 
carried on is becoming more and more 
evident. Assaults are very frequent, some 
of the victims being dangerously cut 
up. Allday yesterday trucks loaded with dressed 
meat were stopped-and the drivers slugged. All 
of the men employed at Swift & Co.’s and 
Nels Morris’s - packing houses are. still 
out. To show what the menu are 
losing by remaining out the payrolls 
of two firms is quoted. Morris pays out from 
$19,800. to $21,000, and Swift frum $21,500 to 
$22,000 per week in wages. Every day tne old 
hands remain out takes them further away from 
their places, for new men are being engaged.

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NEW-YORK’S SENATORSHIP 


MILLER...AND....MORTON THE 
LEADING CANDIDATES. 
FRANK. HISCOCK ALSO A POSSIBILITY 
AND JAMES D. WARREN AMBITIOUS 

—THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST. 

ALBANY, Nov. 5.—If Warner Miller can 
hold to his support the political managers with 
whom hehas been working the past two years 
his re-election to the United States Senate seems 
probable. If they desert him he will doubtless 
be retired to private life. Since early in the 
Summer he has been putting his fences in order 
for asecond term. His agents have been active 
in every partof the State, not only in influencing 
Assembly nominations, butin giving needed aid 
to candidates in doubtful districts, while his own 
visits to agricultural fairs have not been with- 
out political significance. Considerable skill and 
considerable success have been shown in the 
canvass, and his friends are confident that he has 
so intrenched himself that his renomination can- 
not be prevented. They claim that he has 40 
out of the 94 Republicans votes in the two 
Houses and that they cannot be taken away 
from him. This would put him at this early day 
within 8 votes of enough to control the caucus 
and give him sucha decided lead in the race 
that it would be almost impossible to combine all 
the remaining members on one candidate against 
him. In this estimate the followers of Mr. James 
D. Warren, who is still the ruling power in 
Western New-York, are counted for Mr. Miller. 
The Buffalo editor and the Senator have re- 
cently been political partners, but it is hinted 
that the former may still have Senatorial am- 
bitions and appear as « candidate himself. In 
that event the Miller column would be badly 
shattered. In fact, it might safely be said that 
without Mr. Warren's hearty support Mr. Miller 
can scarcely hope to win. 

The Senator’s main strength is along the Mo- 
hawk Valley and in the farming districts, where 
his efforts against oleomargarine are fully ap- 
preciated. From Central New-York Congressman 
Hiscock comes as a candidate for Senator. His 
backing will be almost entirely from the region 
around Syracuse, and he probably has nine or 
ten who will vote for him. Senator Hendricks 
and J. J. Belden have his canvass in charge. 
The only possibility of his election lies fn his se- 


lection as a compromise between two equal fac- 
tions. 


The real fight will be between Senator Miller 
and ex-Minister Levi P. Morton, who now has 
country seats at Saratoga Springs and Rhine- 
beck, and may call éither of them his residence 


to avoid the objection of two Senators from the 
metropolis. On his return from Europe after 
the last Senatorial contest Mr. Morton discov- 
ered how terribly his cause had been misman- 
aged by “Tom” Platt, and determined if he made 
another trial to conduct the campaign on differ- 
ent principles. He has been almost as active as 
Mr. Miller in looking after ante-election details. 
Both he and his representatives have been 
through the State looking after and helping As- 
semblymen. As a result of their labors the 
feel nearly as confident of winning us Mr. Mill- 
er’s friends do. Mr. Morton has certainly made a 
powertul political combination in his interest, 
The Platt crowd, although they wiil hereafter 
be kept in the background, are with him again. 
Ex-Gov. Cornell, ex-Speaker Sharpe, Committee- 
man Teale, of Greene County; ex-Senator Hamm- 
iltun Harris, of Albany; Congressman George 
West, of Ballston; ex-Senator James Arkell, of 
Canajoharie; ex-Congressman John M. Davy, of 
Rochester; Silas B. Dutcher, and theirfollowers, 
are some of the influential men who are working 
for Mr. Morton. It will be seen that he has se- 
cured the aid of several of his most active oppo- 
nents of two — ago. He is much stronger 
than he was then, and the stubborn fight made 
against Mr. Evarts ought to be a warning to Mr. 
Miller’s adherents that they have no easy task 
before thein. 

As the excitemeni over the general election 
dies duwn and the lines begin to be drawn about 
the contest for Speaker. of the next Assembly it 
will be possible to define more accurately the 
relative strength of the Sena‘orial candidates. 
There is plenty of material for Speaker among 
the Republicans. There will be two ex-Speakers 
in the House—Gen. James W. Husted (who 
again makes his positively last appearance) and 
George Z. Erwin, neither of who. has yet signi- 
fied an intention of striving for the honor again. 
Charles D. Baker, of Steuben; Frank B. Arnold, 
of Oswego, and F. B. Kruse, of Cattaraugus, are 
likely to be the leading candidates, with Gen. N. 


M. Curtis and Capt. J. H. Manville as possibil- 
ities,

INCIDENTS IN THE BRIEF CAREER OF 
A WELL KNOWN JOURNALIST. 

BaLTmmoreE, Md., Nov. 5.—William B. 
Hazelton died here to-day from softening of the 
brain. Gis career is well kuown in the newspa- 
per cireles of the East. He was 33 years old and 
was a native of Michigan. His family moved tu 
Philadelphia when he was a boy, and he received 
a tirst-class education. He published a paper 
while at Lafayette College, and after he gradu- 
ated he and another young man bought out the 
Philadelphia Evening Herald. After a few 


months he left the Herald and did gool*work on 
the Philadelphia Press and Times. Ten 
years ago he came to Baltimore. He was night 
editor of the Sun for several years, and he after- 
ward became managing editor of the American. 
He afterward started the Jimes. He bought the 
wost expensive press obtainable, leased special 
telegraph lines to New-York and Koston, titted 
up his offices sumptuously, rented the most mag- 
nificent Washington bureau of any paper in the 
country, brought the best. taient from all parts 
of the country, and made every preparation on 
the largest scale for a great newspaper. And he 
did it all on credit. Several issues were pub- 
lished, but the creditors came and the bub- 
ble burst. Mr. Hazelton was variously em- 
ployed after the,failure of his great scheme 
In conjunction with Edward Speucer he wrote a 
light opera called ** The Electric Light,” but it 
proved a failure. About,two years ago his ec- 
centricities became sowarked that he was con- 
tined in the Government Insane Asylum. After 
acontinement of two months he escaped and 
went lo Atlantic City. Thence Le went to Lead- 
vilie, Col., where his father is engaged in the 
mining business. Shortiy atterward, yielding to 
the advice of friends, he came to Baltimore. 
Wednesday he was seized with a spasm, followed 
by total paralysis of the brain, and up to the 
time of his death he never regained conscious- 
ness.

Wheat is now looking very fine and 
is rated at 100 per cert. of a full crop prospect, 
and the area is increased to 102 per ceut. of last 
year’s area. A dry October has cut short the 
feed of pastures, and stock is not tkriving when 
not well fed, and will come to Winter quarters 
thin in flesh.

MATE HOWARD HELD. 


THE BOY WHITNEY’S STORY CONFIRMED 
BY THE PRISONER HIMSELF. 

PROVIDENCE, R.I., Nov. 5.—At noon to- 
day in the court room, J. A. Howard, of Boston, 
mate of the schooner Lida Fowler, was brought 
before the United States Commissioner to answer 
the charge made against him of cruelty to sail- 
ors and other offenses. The boy Charlie Whitney 
was ordered to stand up and tell his story. but 
before he began the prisoner’s counsel moved 
for the mate’s discharge on the ground that the 
offense, if committed was not within the admi- 
ralty jurisdiction of the United States and fur- 
thermore that the warrant did not set 
forth that the vessel was owned wholly 
by the United States or by a citizen thereof. 


Argument was then made as to the locality of 
the vessel at the time of the assaults complained 
of. The warrant charged that the assaults were 
committed on the high seas, but according to 
the boy’s story the assaults were committed at 
St. Kitts and later, when the schooner was 
scudding along an island, and if within three 
miles of shore would have been within the 
ae of the Haytian Government. It 
ooked, according tothe defense, as though the 
best course for the boy to pursue would be to 
proceed to St. Kitts and there lodge a complaint 
with the Government at that place, trusting to 
chance for the mate to come within its juris- 
diction. 

The Commissioner thought the specifications of 
the warrant were clear enough to justify an in- 
vestigation and the examination was proceeded 
with. The boy told a shocking story of abuse 
and ill treatment. He swore to barbarities that 
will not bear repetition and described how 
the mate lashed him to a bithead and how, 
when even off Block Island, he hissed 
in his ear that he should never go 
ashore alive. Sailors Mankin, Roach, and 
Summersal corroborated in part the boy’s story, 
and then the steward was broughtin. The stew- 
ard’s narrative was told in a dramatic manner, 
his voice at one time reaching to the height of 
tragedy and sinking to melting tenderness. He 
had been an eye witness to assaults. He had 
come up from his berth at night when far 
out at sea, when it was the mate’s watch 
and the lives of all on board depended upon 
Howard's watchfuiness. Instead of finding the 
mate on duty he had found him in concealment 
with the lad. He hadappealed to the Captain, 
but the old man laughed at him, and then every- 
thing was done by the crew to protect the boy 
and to see that the mate did not throw him over- 
board. At St. Kitts they thought of appealing 
to the Consul, but it was believed that no justice 
could be had there for a friendless boy. The Cap- 
tain, just before making St. Kitts, cailed him 
down into the cabin and begged him to make no 
fuss about the mate’s affair. 

Capt. Durfee, master of the vessel, was called 
to the stand. He said it was true that complaint 
had been made to him concerning Howard and 
the boy. A week after they were out from St. 
Kitts the lad came to him and asked to be taken 
from the mate’s watch, alleging that he had 
been brutally treated. He heard the lad’s story, 
and once he called the mate to make answer. 
Howard denied the charge, but the boy main- 
tained that his story was true. The mate said 
he feared something of the kind because of the 
steward’s enmity. The steward just then ran 
up and declared that the boy had spoken the 
truth, for he himself had been an eye witness to 
cruelty. 

The Captain was asked why he had not report- 
ed the matter before, and his answer was that he 
was afraid. He removed the boy from Howard's 
watch and assured him that the mate should be 

ut in irons if he attempted to assault him again. 
The stories were so conflicting he. did not know 
what to do, so under the circumstances he 
thought it best to let the affair drop. 

Unfortunately for his client, Mr. Gardner, 
counsel for the prisoner, called him to the stand 
to testify in his own behalf. To the astonish- 
ment of all in court the defendant clinched the 
case against himself before he had spoken adozen 
words. He made no attempt to deny the atroci- 
ties alleged, but claimed there was no intimida- 
tien. The proceedings were brought to a sum- 
mary close after the admission, and Howard was 
sent to Cranston to await trial in the United 
States court. The witnesses were also held. 


INSULTED BY PROHIBITIONISTS 


THE COMPLAINT OF A’ CONNECTICUT 
PROSECUTING ATTORNEY. 

Ansonia, Cann., Nov. 5.—The trial of Sa- 
loon Keeper Thomas Feeney, who is charged 
with a murderous assault upon Joseph L. Hakes, 
2 leading Prohibitionist of this town, is goimg on, 
and seems likely to last for sume time. It is be- 
coming a regular tight between the Prohibition- 
ists and the saloon keepers, and as a result the 


whole town is up in arms over the case, and 
everybody who is able to walk attends the ses- 
sions of the Borough Court. 

There was a queer development in the case to- 
day when Proseculing Atturney McMahon asked 
to be relieved from the conduct of the case. He 
said that Attorney Breen, of Naugatuck, had 
been retained to take charge of the case. This 
action had veen taken, be added, by a body of 
men styling theinselves Prohibitionists, who had 
polled about 50 votes on election day. He re- 
garded the action as an insult to him personally 
and a reflection upon his character as a public 
ofticer. He wanted Judge Platt to read his notes 
of the evidence to Lawyer Breen and let him 
take the case. The court declined to do so, and, 
finally, amid great excitement, McMahon went 
von with the case. 

Mrs. Hakes was on the stand all day, her evi- 
dence being corruvboratory of that of her hus- 
hand, who positively identified Feeney as his as- 
sailant.

The body was iden- 
tified as that of Octaviono Duaney, one of the 
young Cuban brotzers who were drowned by the 
swalmping of their canoe opposite the Hook 
Mountain on Sunday, Oct. 24.

MORE EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


SOUTH CAROLINA AND OTHER 
STATES AGAIN SHAKEN. 
THE PEOPLE BADLY FRIGHTENED FOR A 


TIME, BUT NO SERIOUS DAMAGE 
CAUSED BY THE SHOCK. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 5.—Charleston 
was visited at 12:26 o’clock to-day by the se- 
verest shock of earthquake felt here since Oct. 
22. The shock was sufficiently marked to shake 
all the houses in the city, and for the moment 
occasioned considerable alarm. It was soon 
over, however, and as it brought down no houses, 
and no one was killed or seriously hurt, the 
earthquake city soon resumed the even tenor of 
its shaking ways. There was no interruption of 
the ordinary currents of life, and business con- 
tinues to move along without hindrance. 

The shock was preceded by the usual loud 
rumbling noise and lasted from 35 to 45 sec- 
onds. It was a kind of double-barreled affair, 
that is, it had two motions at about one and the 
same time, and shook things up and down, while 
it also swayed them from side to side. Old earth- 
quake experts say that it was about as one to 
fifty as compared to the great shock of Aug. 31, 
while others, who were nearly scared to death, 


said that it was the heaviest shock yet felt here. 

When the shock occurred all the schools were 
in session, and although the children were seri- 
ously frightened there was nothing approaching 
@ panic. At the Morris-Street School (coloredy 
one little fellow jumped out of a window, and 
was badly bruised, but at most of the schools the 
order was excellent. At the Crafts School, for 
instance, the teacher was giving a music lesson 
when the shock came, but neither teacher nor 
pupils budged an inch while the earthquake 
rumbling worked in a basso profundo. 

Lauretta Hinds, a white woman, was on trial 
in the United States District Court for embez- 
zling a registered letter. The shock was too 
much for the spectators and the witnesses, who 
rushed out into the street. The Judge command- 
ed the Marshal to preserve order, while the Dis- 
trict Attorney exclaimed in his most dramatic 
way, “Fiat justitia, ruat ce@lum.”’ Order 
was preserved after the court room had been 
Jeft to the Judge, the lawyers, and the jury, but 
the case ended in a mistria). 

One of the most annoying things about these 
shakes is the periodicity with which they occur. 
They almost invariably come on Tuesdays and 
Fridays—that is, the hardest shocks are always 
felt on these days. None of the scientists has 
explained this peculiar feature, and probably 
they have no theory. An encouraging feature 
of the shock to-day is that it was felt with even 
greater severity in places remote from Charles- 
ton than it was here. Special dispatches re- 
ceived to-night from Laurens, Chesterfield, 
Greenwood, Walterborough, Abbeville, New- 
berry, and other points in the State, say that it 
was the severest felt since Aug. 31, but from no 
place has any damage to property or loss of life 
been reported. At Walterborough the shock 
came while the Circuit Court was in session. 
There was a general court delivery, everybody 
rushing out into the streets except one lawyer, 
who was so frightened that he crawled under a 
desk for safety. 

Everything is quiet here to-night, and the peo- 
ple have not lost confidence. 


CoLuMBIA, S. C., Nov. 5.—A severe earth- 
quake shock was felt in this city at 12:23 this 
afternoon. It was accompanied by the usual 
loud detonations. The vibrations continued 40 
seconds. Buildings were violently shaken, and 
people rushed outinto the streets. This shock 
was probably severer than any experienced here 
since Aug. 31. No damage has been reported. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 5.—A sharp earth- 
quake shock was felt here just as clocks were 
striking 12. Tybee Island reports it the heavi- 
est felt there siuce Aug. 31, and preceded by 
loud rumbling. It lasted 30 seconds, and people 
all rushed into the streets, No damage was doue 
beyond the cracking of glass. 


DANVILLE, Va., Nov. 5.—Several shocks 
of earthquake were experienced here at 12:30 P. 
M. to-day. One was equal to that of Aug. 31. 
No damage has been reported. In North Dan- 
ville the shock was very severe, and people ran 
out of theirhouses. The tremors seemed to be 
north and south. 


Avucusta, Ga., Nov..5.—At 12:26 P.M. 
to-day there was the severest shock of earth- 
quake since Aug. 31. It lasted 25 seconds, and 
people rushed into the streets. There was no 
damage done. 


RICHMOND, Nov. 5.—Two slight shocks of 
earthquake were felt here at 12:30 P.M. The 
vibrations were felt sensibly in the upper storles 
of houses. 


CotuMButs, Ga., Nov. 5.—A mild shock 
of earthquake was felt here about noon to-day. 
It was noticed by many. No damage was done. 


RaLeEIGuH, N. C., Nov. 5.—A slight. earth- 
quake shock, short in duration, but quite per- 
ceptible, was felt here at 12:25 this afternoon. 


NorRFOLK, Va., Nov. 5.—A very distinct 
shock of earthquake was felt’ here at 12:33 
this afternoon. No damage was done. 


Macon, Ga., Nov. 5.—A slight earthquake 
shock was felt here at 11:27 o’clock this morn- 
ing. No damage is reported.

distinct earthquake shock was felt here at 12:25

HE NEVER PARDONED A PRISONER ON 
THE WORD OF DR. PALMER. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 5.—The State 
prison scandal is likely to remain in an un- 
settled condition for some days at least, if not 
longer, owing to the adjournment of the Board 
of Inspectors yesterday, which was had, it is un- 
derstood, to enable them to get hold of some 
documentary and other evidence. Considerable 
additional light is thrown upon the matter to- 
day. Gov. Alger says that every man who has 
been pardoned out of the prison has died since, 
with one exception, which fact alone gives the 


accusation of collusion with the prison physi- 
cian a pretty black eye. Moreover, the Gov- 
ernor says he has never a a prisoner on 
the word of the prison physician alone, but has 
always sent a —— of Detreit who is a 
member of the Advisory Board of Pardons and a 
Demnorat to investigate and report independ- 
dently upon every such case. This physician 
declares that he knows _ of no case recommended 
by Dr. Palmer, the inculpated pbysician, that 
was not a genuine one, and adds that the one 
pardoned prisoner still living is the hopeless 
victim of Bright’s disease, although he may live 
some time yet. : 

All this testimony, which is highly important 
and official, strengthens the belief of Dr. Palmer’s 
friends that he is unjustly accused. On the other 
hand, it is asserted at Jackson to-day that in the 
case of the discharged convict still living it can 
be proved that his wife paid a sum of money, 
stated in various amounts as high as $2,500, to 
secure his discharge. This, of course, is suscepti- 
ble of distinct proof or denial. it is also learned 
that the head of one of the prison departments 
was given a hint that his resignation was.de- 
sired, and it was promptly tendered. This is 
claimed to have a relation to the pending case, 
but it probably bas not, 

Goy. Alger says the whole scandal shall be 
given a most thorough investigation, and in his 
hands this will be done without fear or favor. 
The case just now looks decidedly gauzy. 


THEY WEEE NOT BRIBED. 


NEW-HAVEN’S 1884 ALDERMEN DECLARED 
TO BE FREE FROM GUILT. 

New-HAVEN, Noy. 5.—After weeks of 
waiting the Board of Aldermen to-night heard 
the report of the committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the alleged corruption of members of the 
board of 1884 by agents of the Derby Railroad 
Company, which was very anxious to have what 
was known as the ‘“‘ Derby Compromise” passed 
by the board. A majority report, signed by all 
the members of the committee except one, finds 


that J. B. Sargent,the big hardware manufacturer, 
publicly charged that the railroad company paid 
money to corruptly infiuence municipal legisla- 
tion; that, by implication, he charged 12 mem- 
bers with being bribed at $100 each; that the 
railroad company did employ a lobby, but that 
no member of the board was bribed or intlu- 
enced by any improper. consideration, and that 
no — was paid or offered to be paid. The 
report asks the adoption of resolutions finding 
the publishing of the charges by Mr. Sargent 
serious and unwarranted, ceusuring the lebby, 
and deploring the prevalence of such methods 
of influencing legislation. 

Councilman Hiller submitted a minority re- 
port in which he says that he belioves Mr. Sar- 
oy should be censured, but that Mr. Sargent 

as done the public a service in calling atten- 
tion to the admitted conduct of the railroad com- 
pany and its agents in trying to influence the 
desision of the 1884 Board of Aldermen. Mr. 
Hiller considers the censure of the majority re- 
port too severe upon Mr. Sargent and uot severe 
enough upon the Derby Railroad Company and 
its agents. He also says that he is not prepared 
to find that no money was offered the 1884 Al- 
dermen.

A GREAT MACHINIST DEAD. 

Boston, Nov. 5.—Seth Wilmarth, one of 
the greatest of American machinists, died at his 
home in Malden this morning of heart disease, 
In navy yard circles for the past quarter of a 
century Mr. Wilmarth occupied a distinguished 
place, and made many and important mechan- 
icalimprovements. His advice was sought by 
the most prominent machinists of the world. 
Over 20 patents were taken out by him, awong 
them the hydraulic lift for revolving turrets, 
tor which alone the United States Government 
paid him $50,000. He invented a planer and the 
great lathe at the Charlestown Navy Yard, 
at the time of their construction the largest 
machines of their kind in the world. He wasa 
farmer’s son, and was born in Brattleborough, Vt., 
in 1810. Evincing a predilection for mechanical 
work he was apprenticed at a@ machine shop in 
Pawtucket, KR.

INDIANA AND CALIFORNIA 


THE UNBLUSHING DEMOCRATIO 
FRAUDS IN BOTH STATES. 

A MAJORITY OF TWO IN THE INDIANA 
LEGISLATURE COOKED UP—AN IN- 
DIGNATION MEETING CALLED BY 
PROMINENT DEMOCRATS. 1 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 5.—On the face o 
the returns the Legislature will stand 76 Demo- 
crats and 74 Republicans. The Republicans 
have 19 Senators and 55 members of the House 
and the Democrats have 31 Senators and 45 
members of the House. This result has not 
been accomplished without frauds, and there 
will be several contests at least. The joint 
Senator in Clark and Jefferson is elected 
by only 10 majority, and a recount in both 
counties willbe had. The Representative from 
Vigo, Vermilion, and Sullivan has less than 25, 
and in 8t. Joseph the majorities are very small 
Notonly in these but in other districts there will 
be contests, for there is little doubt that the 
results are part of an organized system of fraud 
with its headquarters in this city. Legal pro- 
ceedings will be instituted in these places, and 
the final complexion of the Legislature will be 
in doubt until the meeting of the body in Janu- 
ary next. 

Full official returns from the 92 counties of the 
State give Robertson, the Republican candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor, a plurality of 3,647. 
The Canvassing Board of this county did not 
complete its work until alate hour this after- 
noon. The result was tocount out the Repub- 
lican Criminal Judge-elect and the Coroner. 
One Representative would have been counted 
out also, but the managers made an error in 
their estimate of his majority and left him with 
311. The frauds committed were so outrageous 
that at least one Democratic inspector protested, 
but he was overruled. Tallies were openly 
erased from the sheets and transferred from the 
Republican candidate to the Democratic, the 
new fallies being in different ink not yet dry, 

and where the aggregates were spelled out the 
writing was in differentink and in another hand. 

The publication of these facts aroused thea 
greatest local indignation, and Mr. William Hen- 
derson, a prominent Democrat and a relative of 
the late Mr. Hendricks, headed a call for a pub- 
lic meeting to-night to take steps to investigate 
the matter. This was largely signed, where- 

upon Chairman Henderson and Chairman 
Coye, the latter the local boss under 
whose auspices the frauds were committed, 
Issued a circular saying that Republicans 
were trying to steal the results of the “election 
and calling a meeting in the Supreme Court 
room for 4 o’clock this afternoon. About 100 
people assembled, and a Committee of One Hun- 
dred was appointed as a committee of safety. 
The citizens’ meeting to-night was called 
for the Post Office, but Postmaster Jones 
denied the use of the building and a 
County Court room was opened. More 
than 500 citizens gathered, and there was @ 
very earnest feeling and several speeches made, 
among other speakers being the Rev. Drs. Edson 
and McLeod, two of the leading Presbyteriau 
Pastors of the city. Gen. John Coburn was 
Chairman and Mr. Henderson and A. B, Con- 
duit, another prominent Democrat, were on the 
list of Vice-Presidents. . A sub-committee of 
five was appointed to appoint a committee 
of one hundred to co-operate with the authori- 
ties in ferreting out the alleged frauds and pun- 
ishing the perpetrators. The frauds were called 
tothe attention of United States Judge Woods, 
who summoned the Grand Jury and gave them 
explicit instructious, telling them that their au- 
thority extended to every county in the State 
and strictly charging them to go to the bottom 
of the matter in the interests of free elections. 

The Congressional delegation remains un- 
changed. The majority for Mr. Holman in the 

Fourth will not be over 500, but the official re- 
turns cannot be obtained from some of the re 
mote counties. -Mr. Steele, in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, has a majority of over 400, all official but 
Jay County. Col. Mattson, in the Fifth, has a 
majority of less than 300, all official except 
Brown County. There is no labor candidate 
elected from Indiaua. There are seven straighy 
Kepublicans and six Democrats. 
HEARST’S BOODLE IN CALIFORNIA. 

San FRANCISCO, Nov. 5.—It 1s over 72 
hours since the polls closed Tuesday night, but 
muny thousand votes yet remain uncounted. 
Bartiett, (Dem.,) for Guvernor, has 1,800 ma- 
jority in this city, but county returns up 
to this morning gave Swift (Rep.) a majority. 
Later, however, the outlook has grown more 
tavorable for the Democrats, aud now Bartlett 
isin the lead about 300. This is nut decisive 
and is likely to be changed at any minute. There 
is no longer any question that the Legislature ib 
controlled by the Democrats. The Republicany 
concede this. The figures are: Senate—Demo- 
crats, 27; Republicaus, 13; Assembly—Demo- 
crats, 39; Republicans, 40.

First District—Thompson, (bem.,) 147 over Gar- 
ter, (Rep.;) Second—Biggs, (Lem.,) 524 over 
Campbell, (Rep. ;) Third—McKenna, (Rep.,) 2,500 
over McPike, (Dem.;) Fourth—Murrow, (Rep.,) 
1,000 over McCoppin, (Dem.;) Fifth—Felton, 
(RKep.,) 600 over Sullivan, (Dem.;) Sixth—Van 
deveer, (Rep.,) 215 over Lynch, (Dem.) This 
will probably not be changed, and the delega- 
tion may be looked upon as certain to cousist of 
four Republicans and two Democrats. 

There is no question that a vast amount of cor- 
ruption is being practiced. If the election law 
were entitled: **Anu Act to Aid Corruption in the 
County Vote” iticould not have been better de 
signed to assist the scheme of bribery. The 
work of eounting the votes has been strung ou! 
over three days, and ample opportunity has 
thus been aftorded for any amount of 
chicanery. Hearst’s private agents have been 
rushing about at @ great rate during the past 
two days, full of mysterious business, and it is 
openly charged that bribery has been resorted 
toin cooking up thereturns. Hearst has his 
heart set on again returning to Washington as a 
member of the United States Senate ou account 
of the soeial prestige thus afforded him, and asa 
man with an income of $75,000 can afford to buy 
such baubles, he has stuck at nothing to aecom- 
plish hisend. The papers allover the State make 
no secret of the use of the Hearst sack in every 
doubtful county, and the charges have not beer 
denied. The acknowledged candicacy of A. A. 
Sargent on the Republican side for United States 
Senator, however, had a bad effect, and to 
that cause may be ascribed the election of many 
Democrats to the Legislature. Marion Biggs, 
Democratic Congressman-electin the Second Dis.

tin plate emissary of Pennsylvania, and other 
protectionists professing to represent the 
Knights of Labor and other labor interests, were 
in the district 10 or more days jnst before the 
election hiring and bribing such as could be 
hired and bribed, and ¢ontinued to consolidate in 
Baker’s interest most of the labor element, in 
proof of which hiring and bribery we have Jar- 
rett’s letters. While this was going on Baker 
was declaring for a pure ballot. Mr. Hewitt’s 
interview, as telegraphed to the St. Louis Post- 
Despateh, falsely representing me as standing in 
the wag of tariif reductions, facilitated Jarrett’s 
mission of bribery in the interest of protection- 
ists, butitisallrightif ‘the blood of the mar- 
tyrs is still the seed of the church.’” 

“Was the result a surprise ?” 

“T recognized the influences that were at 
work as I went through the district. I received 
a great deal of information as to what was 
going on, but what surprised me was the 
Stolidity with which the element that defeated 
mé was handled this time. Heretofore I have 
had my share of the labor vote of the district. 
This time it was handled as I have indicated. 

Col. Morrison does not entertain the idea that 
the cause of tariff reform has received a set- 
back by reason of his defeat, or the defeat of Mr. 
Hurd, or Mr. Carlisle’s close call. To the ques- 
tion as to whether the results would bear that 
interpretation, he replied: “Oh, no, not at all. 
Our cause is growing right along. We have lost no 
strength.” To the inquiry whether any senti- 
ment antagonistic to the Administration had had 
a bearing on the result Col. Morrison said: ‘* No, 
I think not. These are hard times. There is 
some feeling thatthe change of Administration 
has not been followed by that effect on business 
aud by such a revival of good times as was an- 
ticipated. This feeling, what there was of it, 

roduced somé apathy among Democrats, per- 

aps, but I did not discover anti-Administration 
sentiment based upon any specific objection 
tu the course of the President.” ouch- 
ing again upon the remark of Mr. 
Hewitt as telegraphed, Col. Morrison said: 
“Mr. Hewitt’s bill is a good one. It legislates 
definitely upon certain points which are now 
left to construction by the Treasury Department 
and which not infrequently give rise to contro- 
versies and litigation.

Now, I was for the 
Hewitt bill with this proviso—that at the same 
time there should be other tariff changes which 
would correspondingly reduce the aggregate. I 
»pposed Mr. Hewitt’s bill solely because in the 
form presented it meant an increase of taxation, 
and on that ground I will oppose any bill.”

Mr. Carlisle was visited to-night by a reporter, 
who asked him what, in his opinion, was the cause 
of the small pre f received by him.

His defeat is 
a total surprise to the Republican Party and a 
source of great gratification to the Democrats, 
who look forward hopefully to a victory in the 
coming Presidential contest. 

The race for Congressman is unprecedented in 
the history of the State. The Democratic candi- 
date, the Rev. Myron Reed, of the Congrega- 
tional Church, is a man whose firm friends 
are very numerous. He is very liberal in his 
views, both religious and social. The labor ele- 
ment swears by him to a man, and at the polls 
nearly the entire labor vote was given 
to him. Throughout the State, also, hun- 
dreds of staunch Republicans’ scratched 
Symes, the Republican candidate, and worked 
for the Parson, whose election is at present 
in doubt. The Republicans claim Symes has a 
majority of at least 500, while the Demo- 
craits figure Reed as not less than 100 
votes ahead. Rumors are afloat to the effect 
that the unsuccessful candidate will con- 
test. In any case it is certain that 
the next Congressman, whoever he may 
be, will not have a majority of more than 
200. Should the Democrats contest Symes the 
Republicans will retaliate by contesting the 
election of Adams, and the Legislature will have 
a Republican majority of 12.

A RECOUNT ASKED. 
LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 5.—At a meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen to-night petitions were 
received asking for arecount of,the Congressional 


vote in every ward in the city. Itis understood 
that John J. Donovan, the defeited Democratic 
eandidate, expects by a recount to lower Con- 
gressman Allen’s votein the city so as to wipe 
out the plurality of 3 for Allen in the district. 


THE RESULT IN NEW-YORKE. 
Further official returns from the interior 
of New-York State reduce Judge Peckham’s plu- 
rality by 866 votes, and it now stands 6,765. 
The vote on the Constitutional Convention ques- 
tion js still coming in slowly, and the returns 
are still too meagre to make a _ trust- 


worthy estimate of the result. Only 35 of 
the 60 counties have thus far reported. The 
Congressional delegation remains unchanged, as 
does the list of Assemblymen. Both Reeves and 
Huntting still claim to have been elected to the 
Assembly in Suffolk County. The complete re- 
turns show a majority of 10 for Reeves, but his 
opponent claims irregularities in the vote at Sag 
Harbor, which, if proved, may reverse the result 
of the election.

MR. BRECHERS LIFE WORK 
NOT YET FINISHED. 
TALKING TO HIS CONGREGATION OF THE 

CHANGE WHICH REFLECTION AND 
TRAVEL HAVE BROUGHT TO HIM. 
The regular Friday evening prayer meet- 
ing of Plymouth Church was made eventful last 
evening .by the first appearance of the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher among his congregation 
since his return from England. Both the lect- 
ure room and the connecting parlor were crowd- 
ed with men, women, and children, and 
néarly all the prominent members of the 
society were present. On the wall, facing 
the platform was the motto, “Welcome, Wel- 
come Home,” in large evergreen letters. On the 
opposite wall were banners bearing religious in- 
scriptions. The platform itself was decked with 


chrysanthemums, with festoons of smilax and 
ferns and palm trees, 

Until a few minutes before 8 Pastoral Helper 
Halliday and the ushers were busy finding 
seats for the people who persisted in 
entering long after it seemed that no 
more could possibly be accommodated. 


Then Mr. Halliday sat down in a chair on 
the left of the platform and recovered his breath. 
Arustle of dresses and 4 turning of heads and 
Mrs. Beecher, stately and prim, walked in and 
took a front seat which had been reserved for 
her. A few minutes more and the familiar furm 
filled the doorway. The large audience rose to 
their feet by a simultaneous impulse and greeted 
Mr. Beecher with this tribute of their respect, 
affection, and admiration. With his overcoat 
thrown over one arm, hat in hand, he stepped 
upon the platform and acknowledged the greet- 
ing with a bow. 

After the usual religious exercises Mr. Beecher 
spoke. About two-thirds of his address was de- 
voted to a review of his career in England—the 
sermons he had preached, the addresses he had 
delivered, the cordial enthusiasm with which, he 
said, he had everywhere been received. His 
vivid apres ge soe were often interrupted by 
laughter and applause. Then he reverted to 
Plymouth Church. ‘I found some things there,” 
he said, “ which created an era in my life. Allow 
me to say that it was not because I was 
73 years old that I had _ begun to 
feel betore I went to England as though 
my work was done. For more than a 
year—for two or three together—I had felt as 
though I was continuously getting toward the 
last months of my labor. had resigned myself 
to that thovght. As no one man can be always 
young or always fruitful, [thought I saw that 
my preaching was not so productive as it had 
been in the years gone by, partly because a great 
many public questions formerly existed which 
interested a large number of persons and drew 
men here, and partly, to tell the truth, because I 
Sey that my ideas and my modes of illustra- 
tion had become so familiar to you that my 
preaching somehow slipped; it didn’t bite, didn’t 
take hold, And there were a good many things 
that acted in the same direction. 

“So T wrapped the robe of reflection around 
about me and said, ‘Ihave hada good time. I 
was born in a glorious age, have been permitted 
to do some work according to the measure of my 
strength. I ought not to be ungrateful nor 
querulous if [have come toward ths houndary 
of my usefulness in life.’ I hopcd thas there 
would soon be raised up some one tw take my 
—— and carry on the work I have been carry- 

ngon. Well, I have experienced a change of 
mind during my visit to England. I think I can 
do something yet. [Laughter and reg eg | 

“T havecome hack home. My heart is here. 
Brooklyn is my home, Plymouth Church my 
field and my work. 1 have never under any 
circumstances returned with a deeper desire and 
a firmer resolution to be more faithful and more 
constant in my ministrations to you, to so do 
that this church shall be tilled up and become 
a fountain of influence and power in the com- 
munity. I feel my Own weakness and I feel the 
profound necessity of the co-operation of m 
congregation. As [ went to Brooklyn very muc 
younger than [am now,and have been preach- 

ng Christ here ever since, so I desire that my last 
yearsin this church shall be as my first were, and 
more abundant. Let my last years be my best 

ears. WhenI beginto break and fail tell me, 

t won't take youlong to get rid of me. But 
while I am here help me. I make this an ear- 
nest thing. I want your help in your prayers 
at home; your presence and co-operation in all 
our religious meetings. Join with me in this 
grand aim—the preaching of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ for the conversion of men, so that all 
may be permeated, heart, soul, and body, with 
the certainty of a Christian life.”

UNDER COURT-MARTIAL. 


BEGINNING THE TRIAL OF LIEUT. SMITH, 
OF THE THIRTEENTH. 


The court-martial ordered by Adjt.-Gen. 
Porter for the trial of various officers in the 
Thirteenth (Brooklyn) Regiment for alleged in- 
subordination and for conduct unbecoming sol- 
diers and gentlemen, was begun last night in the 
Fourteenth Regiment Armory, with Lieut. W. H. 
Smith as thefirstculprit. Col. Harry W. Michell, 
of the Fourteenth; Lieut.-Cols. F. 8. Benson, 
of the Forty-seventh, and A. 8. Bacon, of the 
Twenty-third; Capt. H. 8. Rasquin, of the Third 
Battery; Quartermaster A, A. Thompson, of the 
Twenty-third, and Major W. W. Goodrich, Super- 
numerary, (detailed as Judge-Advocate,) made 
up the court, Col. Michell acting as President. 

Lieut. Smith appeared in full uniform, except 
his sword, and was represented by counsel, 


whose first move was to object to Capt. Rasquin 
acting in the court, for the reason that he had 
previously expressed an opinion as to what pun- 
ishment should be meted out to the delinquents. 
The Captain denied that he had done anything 
of the kind, the counsel’s objection was over: 
ruled, and the charges against Lieut. Smith were 
then read. They were, in substance, that Lieut. 
Smith had, upon gg ter. Bay order from Col. 
Fackner, saidin the hear of several people: 
‘“D—n the Colonel; I won’t obey his orders;” 
that on another occasion he had said to Lieut. 
Clark, his superior officer: ‘Get out, you 
sucker, you voted for Fackner;” that he had in- 
cited insubordination in the ranks by inducing 
the men to rebel against Capt. Kretschmar, his 
superior officer; that he refused to obey Col. 
Fackner’s order to abandon his pernicious con- 
duct, and that he, while under arrest, had gone 
beyond the prescribed limits. 

he court called as its first witness Commis- 
sary-Sergeant Heywcod Smith, of the Thir- 
teenth, who testified that on Sept. 10 he took an 
order from Col. Fackner to Lieut. Smith, which 
commanded the latter’s presence at: once in the 
Colonel’s room. Lieut. Smith, upon receiving 
this order, said: ‘‘ D—n the Colonel. I’m under 
no obligations to him. I’m not in uniform.” 
Some of the gentlemen who heard this answer 
advised Smith to obey the order, and he did so. 
The Sergeant went to the Colonel’s room while 
the Lieutentant was there, and heard the Colonel 
ask him if he intended to abandon his “line of 
conduct” in relation to Cap. Kretchmar. Smith 
replied that he would obey the Captain’s orders, 
but that it would be war to the knife as long as 
the Captain remained in the regiment. The 
Sergeant was then handed over for cross-exam- 
ination, and, although much badgered, remained 
firm in his testimony. At the conclusion of the 
examination further proceedings were adjourned 
until Tuesday night at8 o’clock at the same

BLAINE’S ALLEGED CONNECTION 
JUDGE DANIELS’S DEFEAT. 
ALBANY, Nov. 5.—One or two ultra-Blaine 
organs have declared since election that the 
presencé of Mr. Blaine in New-York during the 
campuign would certainly have elected Judge 
Daniels and they criticise the State Committes 
for notinviting the tattooed man to go on exhi- 
bition before the party here. Some of the Judge’s 
friends honestly believe that a speech from Mr. 
Blaine would have swung the shoemakers and 
all other sons of labor into line fer the Judge. 
They are certain that the effect of his magnetic 


words would have been the capture of the George 
vote. Inthe interest of truth solely one or two 
things can be stated in these cane oy a days 
which may be instructive to the Judge’s friends 
and the friends of other Republican candidates 
who have been either openly slaughtered or se- 
cretely stabbed by Blaine’s friends in their fren- 
zied determination to allow no Republican to 
earry this State since that good fortune has been 
denied Mr. Blaine himself. 

Along in the early days of October a tele- 

aphic message was sentto Mr. Blaine at his 

ome in Maine containing about 75 words. It 
stated that the Republican State Committee of 
this State unanimously joined in a request to 
him to visit New-York State and make at least 
one speech for the Republican Party during the 
campaign. It was urged that his presence would 
rouse Republicans from what seemed tobe at 
that time a state of complete apathy. The mes- 
sage was most urgent. Ten days later the 
ex-candidate of the Republican Party tele- 
graphed a reply. It was dated froma point in 
Pennsylvania and was brimful of regrets at his 
inability to keep engagements already made and 
at the same time speak to the brethren in this 
State. This was indeed pee and encour- 
agement. About a week later another dispatch 
was received by the State Committee from Mr. 
Blaine, in which the electric fluid was fairly 
loaded down with wore regrets. Just what was 
the occasion for this second telegram nobody 
knows. 

That Mr, Blaine was in some way identified 
with the George movement in. New-York City 
has been suspected ali along. The intense in- 
terest manifested by his intimate friends in its 
development and progress did not escape the 
eyes of observers. Neither was the secret visit 
unnoticed which he made to New-York, coming 
over from New-Jersey the week before the elec- 
tion and remaining for 24 hours without a 
knowledge of the fact leaking out to the world. 
That he was more intent on learning of the 
strength of the movement than he was in Mr, 
Roosevelt’s canvass there can be no doubt. 
The man most interested in promoting it 
and from whom he could obtain all the 
information possible was Mr. ‘‘ Paddy’ Ford, 
the editor of the Irish World. To mention the 
name of this ally of Mr. Blaine is to recall the 
fact that last Summer “ Paddy” took a bath and 
a clean shirt, and visited the great Republican 
chieftain at his home in Maine. At that visit 
this leader of the Swiss contingent unfolded to 
Mr. Blaine the scheme of George’s candidacy, 
and declared it to be his belief that it could be 
worked to far better advantage than the Butler 
scheme of 1884. Ever since his return he has 
been employed in encouraging the movement, 
his newspaper articles being a grotesque mixture 
of frantic denunciations of British free trade and 
of fervent appeals to the workingmen and to 
race prejudices. 

Knowing these intimate relations between the 
statesman and the editor, it is hardly to be won- 
dered at that some of Judge Daniels’s friends 
are displeased at Mr. Blaine’s indifference to the 
Republican cause in this State. Had he chosen 
he could have made at least one speech, and in 
addition he could have exercised such an influ- 
ence upon the George voters as to have favora- 
bly inclined them to Judge Daniels. As it was, 
the aid of the George managers was left to the 
Democrats to procure, and they got it for Judge 
Peckham. Several gentlemen have been given the 
credit for this piece of political shrewdness. Gov. 
Hill is too just to lay claim to one bit of it, for, 
as everybody knows, Judge Peckham was not his 
first choice. Whatever enthusiasm he experi- 
enced later in the campaign was not entirely 
shared by Chemung County, which gave Judge 
Daniels 422 majority, nota very good showing 
for a Democratic county. 

To William E. Smith, late Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, is probably due as much as to 
any one man the gratitude that Judge Peckham 
must have feltatthe bold stroke which gave 
him the labor vote. Mr. Smith was observed 
hovering around the rooms of the Democratic 
State Committee in consultation with the man-

He waived examination and 
was committed to jail. Dr. Buzzell is 70 years 
old, and has been Dean of the Maine Eclectic 
Medical College at Lewiston.

ANDREW JACKSON CHIDED 


A NOITEWORTHY LEITER FROM 
MRS. MARY BARNEY. 

THE SPOILS SYSTEM IN POLITICS ELO- 
QUENTLY ANIMADVERTED UPON BY 
ONE OF ITS VICTIMS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—There is in the 
possession of a member of the family descended 
from Commodore Joshua Barney, of famous rec- 
ordin the wars of the Revolution and 1812, a 
most interesting relic. It isa letter written on 
June 13, 1829, by Mis. Mary Barney, wife of 
Major W. W. Barney, of the Commodore. 
Major Barney had served With distinction in the 
army, and at the close of the war of 1812 had 
been made Naval Officer at Baltimore, Md. He 
was an Adams man in politics, and when Jack- 
son became President, and his followers an- 
nounced that he proposed to carry out a reform 
policy that would retain good men in office re- 
gardless of their political acts, Major Barney 
visited the President. He was cordially re- 
ceived, spoke with freedom about his political 
opinions and acts, and was assured by Jackson 
that he would not be molested. He shook hands 
with the President on leaving the White House, 
and the next day, to his consternation, his 
political head was off. He made attempts to 
see the President, in order to obtain some of his 
reasons for acting in such an extraordinary 
manner, but could obtain no consideration, and 
no explanation except that the dismissal was 
irrevocable. Mrs. Barney, who writhed under 
the indignity so ruthlessly practiced upon her by 
Jackson, and impelled to the course by the 
illness of her husband, wrote tothe President. 
Nothing came of her appeal to Jackson. But 
the letter was treasured, and some time after it 
was written 12 copies of it were printed upon 
sheets of white satin, to be retained by as many 
members of the Barney family. From one of 


these copies, yellow with age, but still clear 
eye hi tas to its print, the following copy is 
made: 


Mrs. Barney's Letter to Gen. Jackson on the Re- 
moval of Her Husband from Office: 


BALTIMORE, June 13, 1829. 

Srr: Your note of the 22d April, addressed to 
ine through your private secretary, accompany- 
ing the return of my papers, which expresses 

our “sincere regret that the rules which you 

ad felt bound to adopt for the government of 
such cases did not permit the gratification of 
my wishes,” affords no palliation of the injury

Knowing that the possession was not alone suffi- 
cient justification for the exercise of power; un- 
willing that your character for firmness should 
suffer bf the imputation of caprice, or that your 
reputation for humanity should be tarnished by 
an act of wanton cruelty, you insinuate a 
cause; you hint at a binding rule, and lament 
that my husband is within its opera- 
tion. If it were not unworthy the character 
of Gen. Jackson, [ask you, was it not beneath 
the dignity of the President of these United 
States to insinuate, if bold assertion had been in 
his power? When you had adopted for your 
government this inexorable rule was it not 
cruel in you to conceal it from those on whom it 
was to operate the most terrible calamities? 
Why should the President of a free country be 
iphone pe by secret rules? Why should he wra 

imself up in the black robes of mystery and, 
like a volcano, be seen and felt in his effects, 
while the secret causes which work the ruin 
that surrounds are hid within his bosom. Is this 
rule of which you speak a law of the land; is it 
a construction drawn from any articles of the 
Constitution, or is it a section of the articles of 
wart Isitarule of practice which, having been 
acted upon by any of your illustrious predeces: 
sors, comes down with the force of authority 
upon yout Did it govern the conduct of that 
cee man in whose mold (according to your 

atterers) you were formed? If so, why should 
you conceal it? The Constitution and the laws, 
eivil and military, will justify you and all who 
obey them, and the robes of power which you 
wear cannot be stained by an act which finds a 
precedent in the conduct of any of your prede- 
cessors. Is it any old principle of new a ew 
tion in the art of government which, having 
jg se the searching mind of Washington and 
the keen vision of succeeding Presidents, has 
been grasped by your gigantic mind? Or is it a 
new, wholesome —- e patented to you, and 
for which you alone are to receive all the re- 
wards (of glory at least) which succeeding ages 
never fail to bestow on the first inventor of a 
public blessing ? 

The office harpies who haunted your public 
walks and your retired moments from the very 
dawn of your Administration, and whose avidity 
for office and power made them utterly reckless 
of the honorable feelings and just rights of 
others, cried aloud for rotation in office. Is that 
magical phrase, so familiar to the demagogues 
of all nations and of all timés, your win and 
much-vaunted principle of reform? it be, by 
what kind of rotary motion is it that men who 
have been but afew years, or afew months, in 
office are swept from the boards, while others 
(your friends) remain who date their official 
calends, perhaps, from the time of Washington? 
What sort of adaptation of skill to machinery is 
that which brushes away those only who were 
og aye to your election and leaves your friends 
in full possession ? 

Your official organ would impose upon the 
public the belief that you have adopted the Jef- 
fersonian rule of honesty and capacity, and that 
incumbents as well as applicants were treated 
by that infallible touchstone. The alleged delin- 

uencies of one or two public officers have for 
this been made a color, and the dye of their 
avowed iniquity has been spread with industri- 
ous cunning pver the skirts of every innocent 
victim. Even of those few who have been thus 
charged, their misoonduct (reported) was unsus- 
pected until the prying eyes o? their successors 
came to inspect the official records of their pro- 
ceedings, when their delegated ingenuity, as in 
duty bound, could do no less than find them 
guilty, and therefore could not have been the 
cause of their dismissal. Yours, therefore, is 
not the Jeffersonian rule. You ask respecting 
incumbents and applicants other questions than 
** Ts he honest ? Is he capable ?” and the answer 
to your questions decides the applicability of 
your rule. op thus ascertaining what your 
secret rule is not we may easily come 
to the discovery of what it is. Supposing you 
serious when you say you are controlled by a 
rule, and that you do not move blindly like other 
storms, but that you have eyes which see and 
ps which hear, and hence that I have not yet 

escribed your rule; there remains, however, 
but one motive which could possibly have gov- 
erned you—" punishment of your political oppo- 
nents and rewards for your friends.” This is 
your rule, and however you may wish to dis- 
ise itorto deceive the world into the belief 

at your secret principle is something of a 
nobler sort, the true one is visible to every eye, 
and, like a red meteor, beams through your 
midnight Administration, portending and work- 
ing mischief and ruin. It was epeerived to you 
before you had the power to pursue it by 
one to whom you are allied by a happy 
congeniality, whom you have neither the 
ability nor the wish to désobey, before whose 
omnipotent breath your Presidential strength 
lies nerveless as infancy; who, while he sufftérs 
your heart to pursue his wonted palpitations, 
seems to have locked up the closet which con- 
fines your intellect. In this imprisonment of 
Ped mental powers you see with his eyes and 

ear with his ears. It is a misfortune for this 
great Nation that you were born for him and he 
for you. At one and the same time heis your 
minion and your monarch, your priest and your 
demon, your ~_ counselor and your bosom 
friend. I blush for my country when I see such 
unnatural formations, such a cancerous excres- 
cence fastened upon the body politic and the 
footstool of the President converted into a throne 
for a slave. 

The injustice of your new principle of reform 
would have been too bgt J had it been at once 
boldly unfolded; and hence it is that it was 
brought out by degrees. At first it was pretended 
that those only who had made use of office as 
an engine for electionéering purposes were to be 
“reformed away.” But when it was discov- 
ered that there were in place very many of your 
own friends who had been guilty of this ‘“‘ uncon- 
stitutional impropriety,” as you have been 

leased to call it, who contrary to any

It was in sub- 
stance this: “That every citizen of the United 
States had a right to express his “political senti- 
ments by his vote; that no charges had been 
made against Major Barney; if any should be 
made, he should have justice done; he should not 
be condemned unheard.” Then, holding him by 
the hand with apparent warmth, you concluded: 
‘Be assured, Sir, I shall be particularly cautious 
how I listen to assertions of applicants for office.” 
With these assurances from you, Sir, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, my husband returned 
to the bosom of his family. With these re- 
hearsed, he would wipe away the tears of 
apprehension.

HOW THE QUEEN WAS NAMED. 
From the London Worid. 

Considering the “‘strained relations” with 
Russia which have marked the whole course of 
the Queen’s reign it is remarkable that her first 
name, Alexandrina, shouldjhave been conferred 
upon her in honor of the then reigning Czar, of 
whomthe Duke of Kent was an admirer, and who 
was our faithful and close ally. It was in the Cas- 
tlereagh period of our foreign policy. George IV. 
was to have contributed another name, Geor- 
giana. But Georgiana Alexandrina would have 
deprived the Emperor of the place of precedence, 
and “ Alexandrina Georgiana” would have dero- 
gated from the claims of the name borne by 
the actual King of England and all his Hano- 


verian predecessors. The name of the Queen’s 
mother was therefore substituted for thatof her 
uncle. Inthe commencement of the christen- 
ing of the new-boru Princess she was called 
Alexandrina Victoire, but the second name was 
speedily Anglicized or Latinized into Victoria. 
A little before William IV.’s death there was 
some flutter among official people as to the 
designation under which the Queen-expectant 
should be proclaimed and should remain, and 
Lord Campbell, then Sir John Campbell and 
Attorney-General, represents himself as having 
decided this matter, in conjunction with 
Charles Greville and Lord Lyndhurst, as repre- 
resenting the Opposition, in favor of the 
baptismal names for the proclamation, leaving 
it to the Queen to choose afterward the name 
under which she should reign. Among other 
absurd suggestions there was one that she 
should be styled Elizabeth II. The assumption 
apparently was that her oo aged was always to 
remain a maiden Queen, with perhaps Lord Mel- 
bourne for her Leicester, Lord John Russell for 
her Essex, and Sir John Campbell for her Sir 
Francis Bacon! The fates happily have other- 
wise determined. Butitis curious to think that 
but for chance or caprice or good sense we might 
be now preparing for the jubilee, not of Queen 
Victoria, but of Queen Alexandrina or Queen 
Georgiana—I put Queen fElizabeth IT. out of the

FIGHTING A RAILWAY SALE 


CONTROL OF THE NEW-CASTLE 
ROAD CONTESTED. 
EXCEPTIONS FILED. AT PITTSRURG TO 
THE BOND OF THE BALTIMORE AXD 

OHIO REPRESENTATIVE, 

PirrspurG, Nov. 5.—The Hon. J. P. Vins 
cent, of Erie, and Whitesell & Sons, of this city, 
filed exceptions in the United States court to- 
| day on the guaranteo of Mr. Crocker, of New- 
York, to the recent sale of the New-Castle and 
Northern Railroad to G. W. Johnson, of New- 
| Castle, who 1s supposed to be acting fur the Bal- 
timore and Obio. 

On Sept. 2, by order of the Supreme Court, 4 
| sale of the. road was made to W. W. Scott, of 
Erie, for $75,000. Part of the purchase money

| was paid and a return of the sale made to the 
| court. Meanwhile Mr. Reed, on account of 
Severe illness, was unable to raise the 
| balance of the purchase money, and a 
| resale of the road was ordered by the court for 
; Oct. 3. At the time of the second sale Mr. Reed 
| was stillailing and unable to attend the sale 
| Besides, it was generally understood that the 
| Baltimore and Ohio Company would get posses- 
sion of the road at any price. The sale was not 
| advertised. No competitive bidders were pres 
ent, and the road was sold to G. W. Johnson and 
others, of New-Castle, for 820,000, 
Mr. Reed sets forth in his exceptions that he is 
a creditor of the road; that he was the purchaser 
{ 


at the first sale of the property; that when, by 
reason of the failure of those persens on whom 
he relied for the money to pay the bid for the 
roperty, @ resale was ordered of the road un+ 
ess the bid were paid by Reed before Oct. 22, 
the petitioner diligently endeavored to raise the 
money, with good prospects of success, when he 
was attacked by inflammatory rheumatism and 
was confined to h's bed on the day of resale; 
that the preperty is worth $125,000, and that 
responsible bidders can be secured to pay at 
least double the price at which the road was 8old. 

An aftidavit by Charles Crocker is appended to 
the petition of Mr. Reed, by whieh Mr. Crocker 
binds himself to bid $30,000, or more, if neces. 
sary, forthe railroad property. This is followed 
by Mr. Reed’s affidavit, which sets forth that Mr. 
Crocker is the man who was associated with 
Gov. Stanford, C. P. Huntington, and others in 
building the Central Pacific, the California 
Southern, and other California railroads, and 
that Mr. Crocker is reported to be worth 
$75,000,000. 

The exceptions of Forbes Holton are very ex- 
haustive and cannot be givenin full. The main 
points alleged are that Adam Tresser, one of the 
bondsmen on the appeal of the road from Judge 
Magee’s award,is also one of a syndicate of 
which the Baltimore and Ohio is the prin- 
cipal party in interest, whose object was 
|} to buy in the road at $60,000 at the 
i sale by the Receiver in September; thai 
after the sale James A. Callery, President oi 
the Pittsburg and Western Road, as head of this 
syndicate, entered into negotiations to purchase 
theNew-Castle and Northern for the Pittsburg and 
Western and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroads; 
that Mr. McCombs, the solicitor for the road 
who was also President of the Select Council of 
New-Castle, directed a speeial meeting of the 
Council to be called, and a resolution was passed 
fixing the date of the road’s completion into 
New-Castle before the money was paid. Holton 
further alleges that Mr. Saint, of Pittsburg, by 
the statement that the road would be built and 
| the money paid deceived the petitioner. 

The exceptions close with this allegation: “It 
+ Was generally understood and fully believed 
| that the New-Castie and Northern Road had 
; passed into the ownership of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road.” Mr. E. A. Dunbar excepts to the 
sale on the ground that the price was 
; too low, and G. E. Treadwell on the 
ground that there was not due notice. As

| magnates of the country his guarantee to bid the 
road up to a fair price is generally regarded to be 
} as good as a frustration of the sale anda shrewd 
stroke of railroad policy that will thwart one of 
the biggest absorption schemes ever cooked up 
| in this part of the country. 


SAVINGS BANKS’ LOANS. 


TITLE GUARANTEE COMPANIES WANT 4 
CHANGE IN THE RULES. 

ALBANY, Nov. 5.—For the past few years 
a@ class of corporations for furnishing and guar- 
anteeing searches and abstracts of title to real 
estate as a basis for mortgage loans have been 
organized in different sections of the State. The 
capital of these corporations varies from $25,000 


to $1,000,000. As savings banks are among the 

heaviest loaners on bond and mortgage security 
| within the State their patronage naturally 
i b dearg be of great value to these new corpora- 
tions. 

Soon after the inception of the present system 
of savings bank examinations, the Banking De- 
partment of the State established a rule that 
official searches of County Clerks should aecom- 
pany and form part of mortgage papers held by 
the banks,on the theory that such searches 
alone could furnish reliable data as to the valid- 
ity of the title of mortgageors. At the time this 
; rule was established there were no incorporated 

capitalized corporations in the State whose sole 
business was the makingof searches and ab- 
stracts of title to real estate and guaranteeing 
the accuracy of tht same, and at that time the 
compensation of Clerks of the various counties 
was wholly derived from the fees received at 
their respective offices. It is claimed by the 
guarantee companies that, the conditions now 
being changed, the continued enforcement of the 
department rule is both harsh and unjust 
toward them. 

A formal application for a modification of the 
rule was made by both the Abstract and Title 
Guarantee Company, of Rochester, and the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company, of New-York.

Said Mr. Holmes in opening: “It is not won- 
derful that the graduates of the Law School of 
Harvard College should wish to keep alive their 
connection withit. About three-quarters of a 
eentury agoit began with a Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts for its royal 
Professor. A little later one of the most illus- 
trious Judges who ever sat on the United States 
Supreme bench, Mr. Justice Story, accepted a 
Professorship in it created for him by 
Nathan Dane. And from that time to this 
it has had the services of great and 
famous lawyers. It has been the source of a 
large part of the most important legal literature 
which the country has produced. It has fur- 
nished a world-renowned model in its modes of 
instruction, and it has had among its students 
future Chief-Justices and Justices and leaders 
of State Bars and of the National Bar too 
numerous for me to thrill you with the mention 
of their names. It has not taught great lawyers 
only. Many who have won fame in other fields 
began their studies there. Sumner and Phillips 
were among the bachelors of 1834. The 
orator whom we shall hear in a day 
or two appears in the list of 1840, alongside of 
William Story, and the Chief-Justice of this State 
and one of the Associate Justices who is himself 
not less known as a soldier and as an orator than 
heisas a Judge. Perhaps, without revealing 
family secrets, I may whisper that next Mon- 
day’s poet also tasted our masculine diet before 
seeking more easily digested, if? not more nu- 
tritious. food elsewhere. Enough. Of course 
we are proud of the Harvard Law School. Of 
course we love every limb of Harvard College. 
Of course we rejoice to manifest our brother- 
hood by the symbol of the association.” 

Judge Holmes then spoke of the use and 
meaning of law schools, especially of the Har- 
vard School, and the course of instruction pur- 
sued there. The address was scholarly and lis- 
tened to with marked attention, with numerous 
interruptions for applause. The address con- 
cluded as follows: 

“ Yes, this school has been, is, and I hope long 
will be, a centre where great lawyers perfect 
their achievements, and from which young men, 
even more inspired by their example than in- 
structed by their teaching, go forth in their 
turn, not to imitate what their masters 
have done, but to live their own lives 
more freely for the ferment impafted 
to them here. The. men _ trained in 
this school may not always be the most knowing 
in the ways of gettingon. The noblest of them 
must feel that they are committed to lives of 
proud dependence; the dependence of men who 
command no fictitious aids to success, but rely 
on unadvertised knowledge and silent devotion; 
dependence upon finding an appreciation which 
they cannot seek, but dependence proud in the 
conviction that the knowledge to which their 
lives are consecrated is of things which it con- 
cerns the worlil to know. It is the depend- 
ence of abstract thought, of science, 
of beauty, of poetry and art, of every 
flower of civilization, upon finding a soil 
generous enough to support it. if it does 
not it must die. But the world needs the flower 
more than the flower needs life. At Harvard 
College is realized in some degree the palpitating 
manifoldness of a truly civilized life. Its aspi- 
rations are concealed because they are chastened 
and instructed, but ! believe in my soul that they 
are not the less noble that they are silent. The 
golden light of the university is not contined to 
the undergraduate department. [t is shed over 
all the schools. He who bas once seen it becomes 
other than he was forever more. I bave said that 
the best part of our education is moral. Itis the 
crowning glory of this Law School that it has 
kindled in manya heart aninextinguishableifre.” 

After the address the procession re-formed and 
roarched to the gymnasium, where a hanquet 
was spread, at the conelusion of which a nminber 
of bright and witty speeches and toasts brought 
the ceremony to an end. and the first day of Har- 
vard’s great celebration became a thing of the 
past.

THE COST OF FOOD. 


WE EAT MORE MEAT AND MORE SWEETS 
THAN ARE NECESSARY. 

It isthe tood problem. which 1s the mm- 
portantone tous, “Ithas a vital connection 
with the condition of the workingman, and the 
study of its various branches is essential to a 
proper understanding of the relative prosperity 
of industrial periods and the relative status of 
workingmen in different countries.” A brochure, 
under the title of ‘‘ Food Consumption; Quanti- 
ties, Cost, and Nutrients of Food Material,” 
from the seventeenth annual report of the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics and Labor, 
treatsin a scientific manner these important 
questions. Prof. W. O. Atwater, of the Wesleyan 


. | University, of Middletown, Conn., has for the last 
which took this opportunity of celebrating its 


10 years particularly devoted his attention to 
the nutritive materials contained in food, and 
from the data furnished by him Mr. Carrot D. 


Wright, chief of the Bureau of Statistics of La- 
ber of Massachusetts, presents certain conclu- 
sions. Atonce Mr. Wright declares that waste 
of food is common in the United States, and that 
with a more judicious selection Setter nutrients, 
or just as good, could be purchased, and at 
less cost. As the absolute chemical analysis of 
food is the foundation on which all dietary the- 
ories must rest, Prof. Atwater’s researches allow 
him to compare the nutritive elements of food in 
the United States inregard to cost and fitness 
with the dietaries in use in other countries. 

We may at once remark that out of proportion 
with his educational advantages, the free and en- 
lightened citizen of the United States, whether 
a workman himself or an employer of workmen, 
looks down with singular scorn on subjects of 
this particular character. The workman says 
“nauper labor means insufficient food.” But 
thisis something entirely foreign to the question. 
Aman who works with his brain or his muscle 
must eat good and sufficient food, or his head wlll 
fail him and his biceps shrink. The matter of 
food consumption has nothing to do with the 
skimping of meat, bread, or vegetables, but we 
ought to know what are the proportions to be 
used and how we should select them. It isas true 
that a family in easy circumstances in France 
can live on what Americans in the same condi- 
tion in life waste as it is that a Bavarian lum- 
berman, doing eaually heavy work, can carry on 
his labor at a food expense of half whatit costs 
the American. 

Taking the nutrients in food, they are made 
up of the protein compounds, or flesh formers; 
the fats, the carbohydrates, as sugar; the min- 
eral matters, as potash, soda, lime, and with 
these, unless food is desiccated, there is always 
found a large quantity of water. The protein 
goes to build up muscle, tendon, skin, and the 
organs worn out by use; the fat yields the 
heat, the carbohydrates also go for fuel, and 
the mineral substances reconstruct the bones 
and teeth in the human economy. The water 
is useless as a _ nutrient. AS would 
be naturally supposed, there is more 
water in the flesh of a fish than in that of an ox. 
In a dressed codfish, in the hundred parts, there 
is 82.6 per cent. of water, and in aside of beef 
54.7. Comparing nutrients, in the cod the per- 
centage is 17.4 and 45.3 in the side of beef. In 
these nutrients there is only 0.4 per cent. of fat 
in the fish and 27.1 in the beef. In the ash arts- 
ing from the bone the differences are sliznt. In 
food, then, it becomes a question what are the 
relative values of the protein, the fat, and the 
hydrocarbon. Prof. Atwater states that this 
problem yet waits a positive solution, 
but that from innumerable experiments 
it seems as if the assumed ratios of values of 
these substances in staple foods would be about 
this: Protein, 5; fats, 3, and the carbohydrates, 
1. Protein being the most valuable of the sub- 
stances in building up human waste, it becomes 
necessary, having the price of food, to estimate 
whatit really costs. Ifa sirloin of beef costs 25 
cents a pound, then for a pound of protein 
$1 O6is expended. If oysters cost 50 centsa 

uart, the protein in them has been paid for at 
the rate of $3 36 per pound. In milk at 8 cents a 
quart the protein costs 61 cents. In wheat flour 
at 3 cents a pound the protein costs 12 cents. 

Facts of this character, chemically ascertained, 
then lead Prof. Atwater to study what are 
the standards for daily dietaries. This is a sub- 
ject vital to army organizations, and the Ger- 
mans have given it great attention, and based 
their rations on the data furnished by investiga- 
tion. Taking the weight of food in grams, 454 
grams being equal to a pound and 28.4 grams an 
ounce, a German soldier on war footing con- 
sumes 151 grams of protein, 40 of fats, and 522 
of the carbohydrates, and thesame man when on 
extraordinary rations eats 191 of the protein 
compounds, 63 of the fats, and 607 of the 
carbohydrates. Now compare this with the 
worst fed creature in the world, the London 
sewing girl. She exists on 53 grams of the 
protein, 33 of fat, and 315 of the carbohydrates, 
A cloistered monk on a diet of beer, soup, and 
vegetables consumes 68 grams of the protein 
compounds, 11 of fats, and 469 of the carbo- 
hydrates. When we want a prize fighter we 
give him all the lean meat he will take, and this 
is about what that animal will devour per diem: 
288 grams of the protein, 88 of the fats, and 93 
of the carbohydrates, A brewery laborer in 
Munich whose labor is severe consumes 190 
grams of protein, 73 of fat. and 600 grams of 
the carbohydrates. Requirements of food vary 
with age and occupations. Men need more 
than women, because men work harder. 

The practical part of this work of Messrs. 
Wright and Atwater is found when the dietaries 
of various boarding houses in New-England are 
presented and an estimate of cost of feeding 
each individual is shown. Seventy-seven per- 
sons—66 males and 11 females—at Lowell were 
fed at a cost of 22 centsaday. When the num- 
ber was augmented to 150 persons, males and 
females beingin the same proportion, the cost 
was only 16 cents. Itis possible that the pro- 
portion of men and women being the same, ex- 
penses of the table were reduced. When the 
family was small,asa man and a woman, ex- 
penses of living in Boston for a mechanic and 
his wife were 47 cents per diem. Comparing 
New-England and Canadian families, the latter 
live more cheaply, the Montreal dietaries 
costing in one case 18 cents,in another 16,ina 
third 19 cents. 

In studying the analyses of these dietaries it 
looks as if the Canadian when he comes to Massa- 
chusetts consumes more food. In Canada he 
eats 319g pounds of food per diem, in Massachu- 
setts as much as 51-5 pounds. The Canadian 
will average 14 cents at home, but the Massa- 
chusetts man 25 cents. The Canadian buys 109 
grams of proteine per diem, the Massachusetts 
man 127 grams. The question is, ‘‘ How much 
does the Yankee waste?’ Proportions of food 
differ too, for the Canadian devours 1 pound of 
animal food per diem, while some of our Ameri- 
cans will gorge themselves with 21-5 pounds. 
This is the deduction which is arrived at: With 
increased wages the consumption of animal food 
(the more expensive) augments. 

Voit has constructed a theoretical standard of 
dietaries. The laborer at moderate work should 
eat of proteine 145 grams, fats 100, carbohy- 
drates 500. The laboror at severe work should 
eat 145 grams of proteine, of fats 100, of the 
hydrocarbons 450. When we compare these with 
the dietary of the German soldier, the actual 
and the theoretical consumption varying but 
slightly, we are all at once struck with the enor- 
mous increase of fats used in the United States, 
Tt is abnormal, and accountable for but in 
one way—and that is, that it is not eaten, but 
wasted. We consume, too, in the United 
States, sugar and sweets in excess. Useful for 
the human economy in a certain quantity, sac- 
charine substances are expensive and useless 
when partaken of in too large proportions, 
There is a pathetic side to this food question 
which the authors write about, and it is that 
while the richer people absolutely save money 
in their food purchases the poe people waste 
it. Here are experiences collected in Boston. A 
washerwoman has herchoice between tenderloin 
at 40 cents, sirloin at 25 cents, round at 15 cents, 
and neck and shoulder at 8 cents a pound. She 
buys the tenderloin. 

“ Aside from gratification of pride or palate there 
is no a(lvantage in purchasing tenderloin; the other 
pieces are just as nutritious and wholesome. The 
proper use of meat in nutrition is to furnish fat, and 
especially proteine, So far as the proteine is con- 
cerned one part of the beef is as valuable for nour- 
ishmentas another. Supposing these different pieces 
tohave been of the usual composition, the cost of 
proteine would have been somewhat as follows: 

** Cost of proteine per |pound. 

In neck, at 8 cents per pound 

In round, at 15 cents per pound 

In sirloin, at 25 cents per pound 
In tenderloin, at 40 cents per pound 

“That is to say, this good washerwoman paid four 
times as much for the protein in tenderloin as she 
need have paid if she had taken round steak and 
more than seven times as much as if she had been 
content with neck or shoulder. Or, to put it in an- 
other way; if instead of taking the pound of tender- 
loin she had been content with a pound of round 
steak she would have got just about the same quan- 
tity of nutritive material. It would have been some- 
what less tender and toothsome, but just as nutri- 
tious, and she would have saved 25 cents of her 
hard-earned money; and if she had taken the neck 
or shoulder, which suffices for many arich man’s 
table, the saving would have been still greater.” 

At the conclusion of this most interesting 
paper, where no statement seems to have been 
made without careful weighing, the following 
questions naturally suggest themselves: 

“1. How much more food of the American than of 
the Eurepean dietaries is wasted, that is, not eaten? 
2. How much the superiority of the American work- 
ingmen is due to his more liberal diet?! 3. How much 
injury is done to health by overeating in this coun- 
try? In brief, the dietaries thus studied all point in 
one direction and indicate that in this country a 
large excess of food is consumed not only by well-to- 
do people, but also by those in moderate circum. 
stances—mechanics, 6) sage Dg age and factories, 
&c, The excess of food consists mainly of meats 
and sweetmeats. Common observation would imply 
thet of this excess a considerable part is 
simply thrown away. But it can hardly be 
doubted that in maty cases much more food than is 
needed is actually taken into the system. If the 
opinions of our best physiologists and physicians 
are to be accepted, this overloading of the alimen- 
tary organs is seriously injurious to health. The 
animal foods are pecuniarily the most costly, as esti- 
mated by the amount of nutritive material which 
they furnish for a given sum of money. The ex- 
pensiveness of the nutrients in the animal foods, to- 
gether with the large excess, makes the use of meats 
and dairy products in such large quantities 
doubly uneconomical. In numerous cases the 
dietaries conld be so altered as to make 
them at once less expensive, equally whole- 
some and palatable, and much more healthful. 
One of the most interesting and important facts of 
all is the very common practice of the poor to pur- 
chase the more expensive food materials, especially 
meats, when food obtainable at only a fraction of the 
cont weuid be aay ot wholesome and nutritious, 
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expect would be the case, it would become a seri 
question whether a reform in the dietary habite ofa 
large portion of our people, including the classes who 
work for small wages, is not greatiy ed, and 
whether this reform would not consist in many in- 
stances in the use of less food as a whole, and in 
many more cases in tho use of relatively less meat 
and larger proportions of vegetable food.” 

An extended series of observations made in 
this city by those interested in the question of 
dietary are convincing that the conclusions ar- 
rived at by Prof. Atwater and Mr. Wright are as 
correct for the State of New-York as for Massa- 
chusetts. In the middle and poorer classes 
waste of food and poor judgment in making pur- 
chases tend materially to their impoverishment. 
We buy more fat than meat, and the soapmaker 
profits by it. We do not eat a sufficiency of veg- 
etahles. We swallow too much molasses, eat too 
many preserves, and sugar our food in excess of 
our physical wants. 


THE WORK OF THE MINTS. 


DIRECTOR KIMBALL’S REPORT—THE DE- 


PRECIATION OF SILVER. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Dr. James P. Kimball, 
Director of the Mint, in his annual report says that 
while the volume of work executed at the mints 
during the year was greater than that of the previ- 
ous year, the total expenditures were less by $197,- 
089. The total earnings of the mints during the 
year amounted to $6,032,680, of which $5,763,851 
consisted of seignorage on silver dollars. The total 
expenses and losses of aJ1 kinds amounted to $1,429,- 
591. The value of the gold deposited during the 
year was $49,606,534, of which $32,456,493 was of 
domestic production. The value of the silver de- 
posited and purchased, computed at its coin. 
ing rate in silver dollars, was $37,917,026, 
of which $32,454,644 was of domestic pro- 
duction. The coinage of gold during the year amount- 
ed to $34,077,380, against $24,861,123 in the pre- 
ceding year. Of the gold coinage, $27,080,000 was 
executed at San Francisco and the remainder at 
Philadelphia. The silver coinage of the year 
amounted to $30,022,347, against $28,848,959 in the 
preceding year. Of the coinage of the year, $29,838,- 
905 consisted of silver dollars and the remainder of 
subsidiary coin, The silver coinage was executed 
at the mints at Philadelphia and New-Orleans, In 
addition to the gold and silver coinage, 1,706,651 
minor coins were struck of the value of $17,377 65. 
The total coinage was 38,384,622 pieces of the value 
of $64,117,105. In addition to the coinage, the 
value of gold and silver bars manufactured during 
the year amounted to $27,268.032. : 

Atthe date of the passage of the act authorizin 
the coinage of the standard dollar (Feb. 28, 1878, 
the London price of the silver dollar was 55d¢., 
equal to $1.205 per ounce fine, at which price the in- 
trinsic value ofa silver dollar was $0.935. Atno 
time since, has the price of silver reached 55d., 
the tendency having been steadily downward, with 
occasional temporary advances. During the past 
vear the decline has been very marked. On July 1, 
1885, the price of silver in London was 4914d., Brit- 
ish standard, equal to $1.079 per ounce fine; while 
on June 30, 1886, the price was 44 11-164d.,- 
equivalent to 80.979 per ounce fine. Since the close 
of the fiscal year there has been afuriher decline, 
until on July 31, 1886, the price of silver reached 
42d., equivalent to 0.92 per ounce fine, which was 
the lowest price ever reached. At the latter price, 
the bullion value of the silver dollar is $0.712. The 

orice has since advanced until on Oct. 20, it was 

5 1-164., equivalent to $0.9878 per ounce fine. 

The United States still preserves first rank amon 
the nations of the world as the largest producer o: 
the precious metals, its production of gold and silver 
during the year, having reached the sum of $843,00,- 
000, or about two-fifths the production of the whole 
world. The coinage of gold by the nations of the 
world during the calendar year amounted to about 
$95,000,000 and of silver to about $97,000,000.

An Aztec fair and Mexican village will be 
seen in Cosmopolitan Hall, at Broadway and 
Forty-first-street, for four weeks, commencing 
next Monday.

HUNTING FOR A MURDERER. 

CourTNEY, Texas, Nov. 5.—Itis now cer- 
tain that the assassin of D. Bolton on the night 
of election day was a negro named Polk Hill, 
who took to the woods immediately after his 
cowardly deed. Bolton was a son of County 
Commissioner D. D. Belton, one of the wealthiest 
planters of Washington County. He had taken 
anactive part in the election, working against

The white settlers are profoundly 
moved, it being the first attack of the kind ever 
made by colored voters on the whites in Wash- 
ington County. Eight negroes were arrested 
yesterday and carried to Brenham, charged with 
being accessory to the murder. Bloodhounds 
were put on’ the track of the murderer, and a 
posse is following close behind the dogs. When

Perhaps the = 
lisher was a little flattered; anyhow, before long 
the broker’s clerk and the publisher never met 
without pleasant references to the broker, his 
health, his business, and the like, One day in 
dropped the broker’s clerk once more. This time 
it was not a book thathe wanted. He hada 
scheme, or, rather, he came to explain that the 
broker had a scheme. There were millions in 
it, and the broker, in his affection for the pub- 
lisher, was anxious to let the latter in on the

There used to be a good deal of absurd 
talk about the use of British gold to pro- 
mote free trade ideas in thiscountry. Just 
now there are very definite allegations about 
the use of some of the accumulated money 
of protected interests to defeat candidates 
for Congress who are in favor even of mod- 
erate tariff reform. Mr. MORRISON does not 
hesitate to declare that an emissary from 
Pennsylvania was engaged for ten days or 
more before the election in hiring and 
bribing men in his district to vote against 
him. Mr. FkRaNK Hupp, of Ohio, also states 
‘that “aid was sent” by protectionists out- 
’ side of his district to compass his defeat on 
account of his views on tariffreform. There 
is very little doubt that corrupt means were 
resorted to in more than one district to de- 
feat tariff reformers for Congress, but the 
great trouble is that a minority of Demo- 
 crats out of Congress, as well as in it, refuse 
to support the party in one of its cardinal 
principles. A little more consistency and 
earnestness in maintaining that principle 
night have a salutary effect. 


The new Delegate from Idaho, F. T. Du 
Bors, elected as a Republican by 500 major- 
ity over HatLey, Democrat, the present 
Delegate, was appointed United States Mar- 
shal of the Territory by President ARTHUR. 
From the beginning of his term he waged 
unrelenting war against the polygamist 
Mormons who inhabit Southern Idaho, and 
the enforcement of the Edmunds law there 
by the conviction and punishment of many 
defiant advocates of “‘ plural marriage” was 
due in great measure to his energy and cour- 
age. His election is proof thatthe polyga- 
mists have lost the political power which 
they once exercised in the Territory. 


The women teachers in the public schools 
of this city ask. for the appointment of one 
of their own sex to the Board of Education, 
and follow up their request with the recom- 
anendation of a candidate. The request is 


altogether reasonable. The fact that about 
one-half of the pupils in the pnblic schools 
are girls, about the same proportion of 
their parents are women, and a much larger 
proportion of the teachersare of the gentler 
sex, affords a sufficient reason for giving 
that sex representation on the Board of Ed- 
ucation. But a still stronger reason is to be 
found in the fact that a thoroughly educat- 
ed woman.is sure to furnish valuable sug- 
gestionsin matters relating to the educa- 
tion of children. 


The will of Miss Henrietta LENOX, 
which was offered for probate yesterday, 
furnishes another illustration of the tend- 
ency of great American fortunes to dissi- 
pate themselves, which was i!lustrated in 
the willof Mrs. Srrwart. The estate, aft- 
er being very considerably reduced by lega- 
cies, is divided into three portions, each of 
which, though a handsome fortune, is 
not so overgrown as to excite gen- 
eral envy. If the will is sustained 
this will be the disposition of the estate, 
while if the will is overthrown the estate 
will be still further subdivided, not to men- 
tion the share of the lawyers, for whom the 
testatrix altogether omitted to provide. 
The position of the legal profession, as the 
residuary legatee of all rich men whose 
wills do not please all their relations, is 
another and a most effectual safeguard 
against the continuance of dangerously 
large fortunes. 

The optimistic opinion of a Vienna paper 
that President SMoLkKa’s speech at Pesth 
was “‘in the interest of peace” is perhaps 
founded on the venerable theory that one 
of the main duties of peace is to prepare for 
war. He certainly declares that Austria 
must increase her armaments in order to 
keep up with her neighbors. This is some- 
thing, however, that she has already been 
doing with great industry during the 
last two years. She has adopted a 
universal militia system corresponding to 
that of the countries around her, and she 
has undertaken the conversion of her 
single-barreled rifles into magazine arms. 
Prime Minister T1sza’s speech at Pesth was 
quite as emphatic in announcing Austria’s 
purpose to increase her military burdens. 
The truth seems to be that Austria, Ger- 
many, France, and Russia act as if they be- 
lieved war might come any day, and the 
real question is whether Russia is fully 
ready. 


The war between the rival Kings in Mo- 
zambique, in which the Portuguese Gov- 
ernor has taken part, is not an unusual 
occurrence. The Lisbon Government has 
never paid great attention to its colony on 
the East African coast. It is true that a 
Governor-General is stationed in the town 
of Mozambique, with an administrative 
council and a garrison of troops. In the 
half dozen districts, also, into which the ter- 
ritory is divided there are about eight 
Portuguese settlements. But by far the 
greater part of the country is as 
completely under the rule of the na- 
tive chiefs or Kings as if no Portuguese 
were there. Someof these chiefs are hostile 
to the Europeans, and among them is the 
King of Muzilla. One of the Portuguese 
settlements is at Inhamban, and itis the 
King of this place that Muzilla has thrice 
unsuccessfully attacked with 30,000 men. 
Asa force of 16,000 men, Portuguese and 
natives, was employed against Muzilla, it 
must be admitted that hostilities are car- 
ried on there upon a large scale. In past 
times even Mozambique, the capital, has 
occasionally been in some danger from these 
native potentates. 


LOCAL AND NATIONAL POLITICS. 

No doubt by many persons the, recent 
local canvass in this city was regarded as 
having a direct bearing on national politics. 
This consideration probably affected some 
votes. The anxiety of the Democratic lead- 
ers to bring about a union of the local fac- 
tions of their party and to make sure of the 
election of its candidate for Mayor was in- 
duced by afearthatif they lost control in 
local affairs they would be under a serious 
disadvantage in the next Presidential 
campaign. So by many the nomination 
of Mr. RoosSEVELT by the Republicans 
and the effort to secure his election 
against the greatest odds was looked upon 
as an endeavor on their part to gain an ad- 
vantageous position for the national con- 
test two years hence. It was even regarded 
as likely if successful to promote the de- 
signs of Mr. BLAINE upon the Republican 
nomination in 1888, and upon the Electoral 
vote of this State if he should get so far as 
to be acompetitor forit. Even the George 
movement was believed by some to have 
a bearing upon national politics, and to 
be encouraged by designing politicians in 
the hope of permanently diverting a large 
number of votes from the Democratic 
Party. 

Speculations of this kind were inevitable 
under the circumstances of the canvass, 
however slight the foundation for them 
may have been. [It is our own conviction 
that it is best to conduct one contest at a 
time, and that nothing is gained by sacritic- 
ing the objects of a local canvass with a 
view to affecting one way or another a na- 
tional canvass which is still far oft, and 
which will involve altogether different 
considerations. Nor do we believe that 
any possible result of the local can- 
vass would greatly affect that in the 
broader field two years later. The efforts of 
politicians to manipulate beforehand the 
voting force of the country on a large scale 
are futile. If Mr. RoosEVELT had been 
elected Mayor we believe that he would 
have devoted himself to the work of munici- 
pal reform, and in that work would have 
disregarded all party ends. He would not 
have been controlled by the designs of poli- 
ticians, and his party would have gained 
no special advantage by the fact. that he 
wasatthe head of the City Government. 
In fact, any swerving from that line of 
policy would have been more likely to in- 
jure than to aid the party. 

It is extremely doubtful whether the 
Democratic Party in the country at large 


will derive any advantage from the elec-. 


tion of Mr. HEWITT, or would have suf- 
fered any disadvantage in the next Presi- 
dential canyass from his defeat. Much will 


aRaue 
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depend on thewuchens of his administration, 
| 


but if it is used to promote party ends it 
will be more likely to injure than to aid | 
them, But whatever the effect the best 
policy is to strive to attain the highest pur- 
poses in the present and leave the future to 
take care of itself. Intelligent men will be 
guided in their political action by the con- 
siderations involved in the contest in which 
they are engaged, and the attempt to direct 
it with reference to some other contest is 
useless, 

No doubt Mr. BLarne and his friends will 
strive to turn the labor movement to ac- 
count in a way to help on their designs, but 
such, attempts are likely to defeat them- 
selves. Schemes of that kind cannot be 
carried on in the dark, and when their pur- 
pose-is understood they are apt to beget op- 
position and antagonism which counteract 
the object aimed at. They shift the contest 
to new ground and excite hostility from 
new sources. It is not at all certain that if 
the George movement were carried into na- 
tional politics it could be made to help Mr. 
BLAINE. If it assumed: proportions to 
threaten any serious effect it would 
vastly increase the independent vote 
which defeated the Republican can- 
didate two years ago, and which 
would find it easier perhaps to defeat him 
again. All this kind of scheming and at- 
tempting to wheedle and manipulate the 
vast body of American voters is utterly 
futile. No man has ever yet attained the 
Presidency of this Republic by the arts of 
the politician, and by laying plots here and 
there to capture local organizations and 
create diversions from one party or the 
other. In the end the people show that 
they cannot be controlled by party mana- 
gers. The lotal election of this year in 
New-York will be utterly lost sight of in 
the contest of 1888, and could under no 
circumstances have been turned to account 
to affect its result. 


RICE AND CREGAN. 

The disclosures made by Mr. ROBERT 
Ray HAMILTON touching the recent rela- 
tions between Mr. MICHAEL CREGAN and 
Mr. ALLEN THORNDIKE RICE are deeply 
painful to all the persons concerned. To 
Mr. Rice they are painful because in giving 
his substance, in the form of assessments, 
for that which profited him not, he is made 
to appear, to that extent, as a member of the 
class of persons whose money and them- 
selves are soon parted. To Mr. CREGAN 
they are painful because we understand 
that the procedure attributed to him is not 
sanctioned by tbe code of ethics current 
among “‘ the boys,” and there is a chance 
that Mr. CREGAN may be disciplined out of 
the organization into the outer darkness 
where the Mugwumps reside and gnash their 
teeth. 

The story told by Mr. Ham1iton is that 
Mr. CREGAN upon two several occasions ap- 
plied to Mr. Rick for money in large sums. 
At least one of them is described as ‘‘a liber- 
al assessment,” and the other as an “ addi- 
tional contribution.” So far there is noth- 
ing unusnal in the transaction. What we 
are assured is unusual is that Mr. CREGAN, 
instead of spending the money for the bene- 
fit of Mr. Rice in diffusing political in- 
formation among the voters of the Tenth 
District, less a reasonable commission, 
should have put it in his trousers pocket, 
having already taken off his coat to work 
for Mr. RIcr’s opponent. If this does not 
constitute an offense cognizable by the 

.courts of honor of “the organization,” 
it would be hard to say what does. 

THE TrMeEs was of the opinion that the 
boys would, in their own vernacular, “ pull 
straight” this year, partly, as it also 
pointed out, because they had nothing to 
gain by pulling circuitously. In regard to 
most of them this expectation was fulfilled. 
Mr. ROOSEVELT, who is not an easy per- 
son to hoodwink, has since the elec- 
tion taken occasion. publicly to thank 

‘several of the most conspicuous ‘‘ boys” 
for their exertions in his _ behalf. 
So. faras we know all of them supported 
the Republican municipal ticket—even the 
misguided Mr. CrEGAN. It was only on 
such side issues as the nomination of Mr. 
RIcE presented that there was any chance 
for a boy to turn an honest penny by knifing 
or trading or selling out, and Mr. CREGAN 
is the only prominent boy who is charged 
with having yielded to this temptation. 

It is wellknown that Mr. CREGAN isin poli- 
tics for the same reason which Mr. AL DaG- 
GETT once avowed—‘‘ because it pays him.” 
If he had worked for Mr. Rice after he took 
his money, it would have been indecorous 
of Mr. Rick to require of him an account 
of how he had spent every dollar of it. The 
Cregans of this city look upon its Rices, 
when inspired by political ambitions, as 
their proper prey, and are determined that 
the amateurs of politics shall support the 
professionals. They may take the money of 
the amateur, and do very little work for it, 
but they must not take it and work for 
the other man. There is a blithesome 
tale of a certain Republican candidate 
for the Legislature, whose suspicions of the 
“leader” in-his district were excited by the 
refusal of the leader, after he had been 
routed out of bed on the night before elec- 
tion, to take the “‘ additional contribution” 
of several thousand dollars which the can- 
didate had waked him up to press upon 
him. The suspicions were just, for the 
leader “‘ knifed” him the next day with en- 
ergy and success, while he remained in good 
and regular standing as a boy by reason of 
his refusal to take the money of a candidate 
whom he had resolved to ‘‘ knife.” 

Thisis by no means the case of CREGAN, 
whose conduct, as itis related by Mr. Ham- 
ILTON, we are confident that no boy will de- 
fend. His fellow-boys should institute an 
investigation. Mr. RIck’s testimony that 
, he paid the money and Mr. Hamixton’s tes- 
timony that the Spinola ticket was run out 
of the Republican boxes, if it were given 
and believed, would suffice to make out the 
charge. The tribunal might properly in- 
quire also into the motive which induced 
Mr. CREGAN to take so much interest in the 
success of SPINOLA as to resort in SPINOLA’s 
behalf to this cruel and unusual method 
of “knifing.” Whether the conduct im- 
puted;to Mr. CREGAN is sanctioned or not 
by the boys’ code of ethics, he will be 
pained to learn that there is a code by which 
it is severely reprehended. and that that is 


the Penal Code of the State of New-York. 
According to that unsympathetic work who- 
ever obtains the money of another under 
false prevenses and appropriates it to his 
own use is guilty, if the amount be over 
$500, of grand larceny in the first degree, 
and it goes on to fix the penalty of this offense 
at “‘notJess than five nor more than ten 
years.” This is an aspect of the case which, 
if the charges against him are sustained, the 
District Attorney should invite Mr, CREGAN 
to consider. 


DIPLOMACY AND SPECULATION. 

The Sun has found somebody who seems 
to believe that Prince BISMARCKis a special 
and silent partner in a commission house 
down town that deals in railroad stocks and 
grain. While sucha story is too improba- 
ble and absurd to demand serious consider- 
ation, nevertheless it is true that in these 
days in Europe speculation is very closely 
connected with diplomacy and __polit- 
ical movements. We need not assume 
that in his old age the creator of the German 
Empire, whose influence with regard to 
peace or war in Europe is predominant, has 
undertaken to rig the stock market and pile 
up wealth by speculating upon the results 
of his gwn acts or his knowledge of coming 
events, but it does appear that speculation 
has become a protitable amusement in Euro- 
pean Cabinets and that abortive revolu- 
tions are set in motion for the purpose of 
enabling speculating agitators to make 
money by selling securities ‘ short” for a 
decline. 

On Sunday evening, Sept. 19, there was a 
revolutionary revolt in Madrid. The Gov- 
ernment was greatly surprised. The revo- 
lutionists were easily overcome at a cost of 
only two or three lives. This movement 
wus planned by the exile ZoRILLA, in Paris, 
and there is abundant evidence that it was 
intended to serve a group of stock specula- 
tors. On the day before the unexpected 
uprising enormous “short” sales of Spanish 
securities were made in. the stock markets 
of Paris and Frankfort and in Barcelona 
and other Spanish cities. The decline in 
the quoted value of the securities was slight 
and short-lived, and a speedy reaction is 
said to have ieft Zortua’s English and 
French associates in an unpleasant situa- 
tion. If these men were unable to “‘ cover” 
at a profit, they are probably waiting for 
another and a more successful and alarming 
mutiny, and Madrid may yet have reason to 
curse this group of ‘‘ bears.” 

An Ambassador sent by Germany to the 
capital of a great European power was re- 
cently compelled to be absent from his post 
fora few days. Another German diplomat 
was left in charge of the embassy. The Am- 
bassador had been in constant commaunica- 
tion with BISMARCK, receiving dispatches 
touching upon the Bulgarian dispute. The 
dispatches continued to be sent in his ab- 
sence, and were received by the diplomat 
in charge, who undertook to make a fort- 
une by speculating upon the important in- 
formation which they seemed to contain. 
Having been misled by the wily old Chan- 
cellor, he lost $1,000,000. 

An impression prevails among well in- 
formed but cynical Europeans that it has 
become a common practice for Cabinet Min- 
isters and diplomats to increase their in- 
comes by using their knowledge of im- 
portant State secrets in successful specu- 
lative purchases or sales on the Bourses 
or the LondonExchange. Thereis probably 
more foundation for this impression on the 
Continent thanin London. The great mar- 
kets for bonds and stocks are as sensitive 
as so many barometers, and frequent- 
ly the upward or downward move- 
ment of values begins before it is 
possible for securities to be affected by the 
transactions of the public or of any specu- 
lators except those who are familiar with 
the secrets of Cabinet councils. The tempta- 
tion is great to which unscrupulous Minis- 
ters and diplomats are exposed. The de- 
velopment of the telegraph has wonderfully 
broadened the field and possibilities of spec- 
ulation. The world’s markets grow more 
and more dependent upon each other 
and upon international quarrels and 
wars. The wheat market of Chicago 
rises and falls in response to the 
words and acts of ‘the Czar of all the Rus- 
sias. A subsidy for the oil industry of Baku 
or fora pipe line to carry oil to the Black 
Sea may shock a speculative American mar- 
ket in which millions of barrels are bought 
and sold daily. A word from BISMARCK may 
greatly reduce in an hour the value of 
enormous quantities of Russian securities 
held in Berlin, where bankers even now 
implore him to protect their investments. 
Aslight variation in the quoted value of 
British consols—which may be caused by a 
few words from a Cabinet Minister or a 
defiant pronunciamento from St. Petersburg 
or instructions from the Czar to a General 
in Turkestan—will at once affect market 
values in many parts of the world. The 
power to raise the value of the world’s 
staples and depress the value of European 
securities lies in the hands of a few persons, 
and it may be that some of them use it for 
their own enrichment without regard to the 
merits of political questions involved. 

Still it isnot probable that BisMaRcK is 
on either the *“‘ long” or the “‘short” side in 
Wall-street, or that ALEXANDER has an ac- 
count with any broker who deals in the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

EE AIDE LEGIT GE TPT TOTES 
STRIKES AND ARBITRATION. 

Two recent strikes indicate a weakness of 
organized labor which should receive the 
attention of its leaders. One of these strikes 
is that of the men employed in packing 
meats in Chicago, and the other is that of 
the switchmen employed upon the St. 
Paul Road in Minneapolis. In the first 
case the men seem to have struck after 
they had been promised an advance of 
wages in consideration of the increased 
hoursof labor. In the second, the switchmen, 
having madeone demand which was refused, 
made a modified demand, which the company 
agreed to take into consideration, the men 
agreeing on their part to remain at work 
until the decision of the company was made 
known. The nextday the men quit work, 
seriously embarrassing the railroad, and 
consequently the business of Minneapolis. 

It was probably this latter consideration, 
perhaps combined with the desire to con- 
ciliate the workingmen in his own political 
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interest, that indneed the Mayor of Minne- 
apolis to issue a proclamation calling upon 
the parties to this dispute to adjust it by 
arbitration. Of course such a proclamation 
is of no intrinsic validity, What force it has 
it derives from being an expression of pub- 
lic opinion in the community which the 
Mayor represents. It is to influence this 
opinion that Mr. Miner, the General Mana- 
ger of the company, has written the Mayor 
a sharp and strong letter,in which he sets 
forth what, from his point of view, are cer- 
tainly cogent reasons against accepting the 
Mayor’s proposition. © 

Mr. MILLER insists that there can be noth- 
ing to arbitrate. The company cannot sub- 
mit to an arbitration the rate of wages it 
should pay its men, when the men have left 
its service without waiting to learn what 
rate of wages it was willing to pay them. 
It cannot submit to arbitration the question 
whether men who have quit its service 
without notice shall bere-employed. It has 
already discharged them, and if they were 
re-employed under the direction of a board 
of arbitrators they would be reinstated in 
spite of their employers, a state of things 
which Mr. MILLER regards, not without 
reason, as entirely destructive to discipline. 

The strongest point which the representa- 
tive of the employers makes is that even if 
the company should consent to submit the 
whole case to arbitrators and to abide by 
their decision it can have no guarantee that 
the strikers will be bound by that decision. 
The company is responsible and suable. It 
could, if arbitration were made compulsory 
by law, be compelled to give a bond to exe- 
cute the decree of the arbitrators. The 
strikers are neither individually responsible 
nor collectively liable to a suit for dam- 
ages. They thus have the employer, who 
can be held to his agreement, at a 
manifest disadvantage. If the decision of 
the arbitrators were in their favor the em- 
ployer would have to accept it. If it went 
against them they could evade it by re- 
fusing to go to work again, and both the 
employers and the boards of arbitration 
would be helpless. The only way of com- 
pelling such of them as have no tangible 
property to be seized in the enforcement of a 
judgment for breach of contract to abide by 
their own agreements is to substitute pay- 
ment in person for payment in purse, and 
to imprison them as the compulsion cor- 
relative to fining their employers. It is 
very unlikely that they would consent 
to a law which contained such a provision. 
Even if they did, the notion of imprisoning 
a man for a mere breach of contract is con- 
trary to the tenor of our laws.. The notion 
of holding a man to work for a considerable 
period, irrespective ofg@iis inclinations or of 
any chance he may have to better himself, 
would be almost equally repulsive to the 
men immediately concerned. A _ trades 
union might, indeed, if arbitration were 
made compulsory, be forced to file a bond 
for the carrying out of a decision in any 
case in which it had sanctioned a strike 
and in which it represented the strikers, 
but this proposition would be scarcely less 
distasteful than the other. 

The question of arbitration between em- 
ployers and employed is, therefore, as things 
now stand, a question of establishing a tri- 
bunal which can enforce its judgments 
against one party but notagainst the other. 
On the face of it, this is a monstrous injus- 
tice, and the existence of sucha tribunal 
would havea tendency rather to provoke 
than to compose disputes between employ- 
ers and employed. The striking of the 
switchmen while their demands were under 
consideration and the strike of the butchers 
after their demands had been granted show 
that you can no more trust the “class” of 
workingmen than any otber class of men 
to keep their contracts unless you have 
some means of forcing them to keep their 
contracts. Until a method of doing this is 
devised arbitration is likely to remain a 
dream. 


THE CODE IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Since the New-Orleans papers published 
the correspondence between the seconds of 
Mr. WasH Marks and Naval Officer Krer- 
NOCHAN we have found in Southern papers 
no addition to the literature of dueling more 
interesting and amusing. than the official 
history of ‘‘a personal difficulty” known as 
“the Robertson-Gonzales affair,” which ap- 
peared in the newspapers of Columbia, S. 
C., last week. One of the principals pub- 
lished the correspondence on the 26th ult., 
and on the following day the other gave the 
whole story to the public. 

The challenged man, N. G. GONZALES, ap- 
pears to be a person of belligerent habits, 
for he remarks that on Feb. 1, ‘as 
one result of several personal encoun- 
ters, I was bound over to keep the 
peace for a year and a day.” He 
felt free, however, to express his opin- 
ion “about any man.” He explains that 
he learned one year ago that WALTER C. 
ROBERTSON was ‘a covert, habitual, and 
cowardly slanderer of women, and for this 
reason a creature-unfit to be recognized by 
gentlemen.” Therefore, he “ gut” him and 
gave his opinion of him freely, ‘“‘ and never 
in the line of confidence.” Mr. ROBERTSON is 
the Secretary of the South Carolina Club. 
On the 21st ult. GoNzALES remarked to a 
mutual friend that RoBERTSON ought to be 
kicked out of the club. The two principals 
occupied adjoining rooms. At a very late 
hour that night ROBERTsoN’s brother called 
upon GONZALES and asked that the offended 
man should be allowed to come in ‘‘and 
settle the matter.” GoNnzALEs’s uncle was 
unwilling that the furniture should be upset 
and soiled at so unseemly an hour, and 
GONZALES was restrained by his peace bond 
from opening hostilities in ROBERTSON’s 
room. This was the record of the first day. 

ROBERTSON wrote to GONZALES on the 
22d demanding a retraction. GONZALES 
immediately and laconically replied, ‘I 
decline,” at the same time suggesting to the 
messenger that ROBERTSON should arm him- 
self and begin shooting “on sight.” Ros- 
ERTSON then asked that a duel should be 
arranged, saying that he was willing to 
postpone the meeting until February, when 
GONZALES would not bé restrained by his 
bond. Goxyzaxes replied that he could not 
accept a challenge, but added: ‘I hold 
myself responsible for all my declarations, 
and if you feel sufficiently aggrieved to

Whereupon ROBERTSON, refusing to take 

‘this broad hint, urged that there should be 
‘*> hostile meeting under the provisions of 
the code duello” in an adjoining State. To 
this GONZALES replied: 

“ Dueling is dead in South Carolina. Beyond 
the fact that Tam undera peace bond and can- 
not make a hostile demonstration is the objection 
which Ihave to subjecting myself at your Te- 
quest to the penalties of felony, when the satis-— 
faction you desire can be more readily, surely, 
and legally afforded you in another way. My 
‘peace bond does not prevent you from attacking 
me, after notice, nor does it debar me from shoot- 
ing you if you make the attack. Thisis the only 
reply I have to make.” ; 3 

Then Rosertson published the corre- 
spondence and ‘“‘denounced” GONZALES “‘ be- 
fore all brave men as a coward.” Where- 


upon GONZALES made public a statement in 
which he said: 

“T offered the insult. It was Mr. ROBERTSON’S 
part, not mine, to take the initiative in the mat- 
ter of satisfaction. When I expressed my readi- 


: ness for a tisticuff Mr. ROBERTSON’s representa- 


tive turned to a duel. After I had said thatI 
could not fight a duel Mr. ROBERTSON’s repre~" 
sentative announced that he would recommend 
him to challenge me. I suggested an easy method 
for a genuine fight. Mr. ROBERTSON fell hack 
upon his impossible duel. 

“The penalty for challenging to a duel is: dep- 
rivatiou of suffrage, disability from holding any 
office of honor or trust, and imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term not exceeding two years. 
The penalty for delivering a challenge or assist- 
ing inaduel is the same, with the addition of a 
heavy fine. Ifa duelist kills his adversary it is 
murder. 

“The ‘mode far more criminal, both legally 
and morally,’ which I suggested and which 
Mr. ROBERTSON ignored, is either (1) assault 
and battery, flne not exceeding $100, im- 
prisonment in jail not exceeding 30 days; or 
(2) aggravated assault and battery, fine or im- 
prisonment in jail or penitentiary, with or with- 
out hard labor, at the discretion of the court. Of 
course killing in such a case is murder.” 


We do not see how ROBERTSON can right- 
fully charge GONZALES with cowardice. 
ROBERTSON professed to be anxious to fight 
a duel four months hence; GONZALES was 
willing and even anxious to fight without 
delay, with or without arms, in the streets 
‘of Columbia, orin his office, if RoBERTSON 
would only consent to strike the first blow 
or fire the first shot, so that he might escape 
the restraint imposed by the peace bond. 
A fitting sequel would be the prompt arrest 
and vigorous prosecution of RoBERT- 
son for having sent the challenge, 
and the prosecution of the messen- 
ger who delivered it. The evidence is. 
sufficient. The fact that in Columbia a 
challenge can safely be treated as ROBERT- 
SON’S was treated by GONZALES, and that 
the challenged man’s argument in support 
of assault and battery asa better method 
does not excite the indignation and con- 
tempt of the people of the city, goes far to 
show that, as GONZALES wrote, dueling is 
really dead in South Carolina. The prose- 
cution and conviction of ROBERTSON would 
establish beyond a doubt the truth of that 
assertion. Butitis not clear that society 
in South Carolina would gain anything by 
the substitution of frontier methods for the 
more deliberate procedure required by the 
code.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 


The public rehearsal preparatory to thie 
evening's concert of the Symphony Society of 
New-York, inaugurated at ‘the Metropolitan 
Opera House yesterday afternoon the annual 
series of performances given under the auspices 
of thatinfiuential body of musiclovers, Ttafford- 
ed promise of a most interesting entertainment 
for to-night, and diffused. moreover, great satis- 
faction among a numerous and representative 
assemblage of auditors. Mr. Damrosch’s orches- 
tra has béen materially strengthened since it last 
came before the public. It now includes close 
upon 100 instrumentalists, and in volume and 
balance of tone it appears equal to all demands 
that may be made upon it. Mr. Damroseh con- 
ducted it yesterday with his old-time energy, and, 
it is agreeable to note, with a percep- 
tible increase of calmness and_ firmness. 
The young conductor has a genuine artistic 
temperament. and of the solid technical knowl- 
edge acquired through the teachings of his 
father after years are likely to ingraft the in- 
sight and poise which come with experience 
and continuous study. The performance, on 
the occasion under notice, was uncommonly at- 
tractive, and addressed itself simultaneously ta 
the critical listener and to the spectator in quest 
of purely sensuous enjoyment. Mr. Arthur 
Bird’s symphony was a genuine and 
agreeable surprise. The composer is an Ameri- 
can who has long been known in Germany, but 
whose works are quite unfamiliar in his native 
land. The composition interpreted yesterday is 
divided into the orthodox movements, and as to 
internal treatment as well as form is of the 
recognized classical type. Its instrumenta- 
tion is elaborate and substantial, depend- 
ing largely for its charm and strength upon 
the strings, although rendered now and then as 
brilliant and powerful as can be wished throngh 
distinctiy modern methods. At first hearing 
the andante, which contains some delightful 
contrasts between the wood-wind and the 
strings, impresses the listener most vividly. 
while the scherzo, which is partially of 
the rather weird character affected by 
Many composers, but striking the observer 
as rather at variance with the title 
of the movement, may be cited as 
coming next in point of originality and effective- 
ness. The work, however, is admirable as a 
whole, and it was received yesterday with un- 
mistakable favor. The concert piece, in form of 
a serenade, by Dr. Leopold Damrosch, which 
formed the second half of the first part of the pro- 

amme, is a familiar composition, whereof the 

ntroduction andthe notturno are particulariy 
pleasing. M. Musin, who came forth as the solo- 
violinist, playea through the four divisions of 
the serenade with his wonted ease and elegance, 
with around and firm tone, and with well nigh 
faultless intonation. The second part of the 
programme embraced Bach’s suite ih E major, 
arranged for stringed orchestra, songs by 
Tschaikowsky, Lassen, and Hartmann, and an 
“Ttalian Caprice” by Tschaikowsky. The bright 
and muscular measures of the suite ard espe- 
cially the well known gavotte which forms its 
third movement, were heartily applauded; the 
“ Caprice,” although made bright even to gaudi- 
ness by all the resources of the modern school of 
writers, strikes one as a waste of gorgeous color 
upon singularly trivial subjects. The songs 
were capitally sung by a new-comer, Frau Anna 
Lankow, whose mezzo-soprano voice is rather 
hollow and dull, but who reveals the method of 
an artist, and powers of elocution and expression 
of a somewhat exceptional nature.

Mr. Bram Stoker, the business representax 
tive of Mr. Irving, has lost no time since his 
arrival in this country, last ‘Sunday, to “lool 
over the ground” and decide whether an Amer 
ican season of “ Faust” was advisable for next 
year. Mr. Irving was himself very anxious te 
come, but he foresaw difficulties in arranging 
dates, which he feared might interfere with his 
plans. “Faust” is a production of such an 
elaborate kind, and its scenery is so un: 
wieldy, that the idea of producing it in any 
but the largest cities had only to suggest it 
selfto be abandoned, and Mr. Stoker was there- 
fore commissioned to arrange if possible fora 
continuous series of representations in the theat- 
rical centres, and 1f this could not be done Mr. 
Irving had decided to give up his contemplated 
American tour. Mr. Stoker's work has been ac- 
complished, and unless sometbing not - now 
foreseen occurs to prevent it Mr. Irving will 
again visit America in a professional capacity 
next Fall. Yesterday Mr. Stoker signed a con- 
tract with Theodore Moss securing the Star 
Theatre for the opening of Mr. Irving’s season 
in this city, which will embrace five weeks, be- 
ginning on Nov. 7 and closing on Dec. 10,1887. 
From here “Faust” will be taken first to Boston, 
and then to Philadelphia and Chicago.

ACADEMY DOORS CLOSED | 


WO ITALIAN OPERA BECAUSE | 
OF LACK OF MONEY. | 


MME. VALDA ACCUSED BY SIGNOR AN- 
GELO OF VIOLATING MANY PROMISES } 
AND LEAVING HIM WITHOUT FUNDS. 

People who went to the Academy of Mnsic 
fast evening tu witness the announced perform- | 
ance of * Rigoletto,” by Signor Angelo’s Italian | 
Opera Company, were at home much sooner 
than they expected to be. There was no.per- | 
formance of Italian opera at the Academy last 
evening, and several young ladies who , 
arrived in carriages and found the doors | 
closed went away apparently much dis- 
appointed. The cause of the closing of 
the house was the lack of funds to carry 
on the business. The company and orchestra | 
wore allin the Academy at the hour for the be- | 
ginning of the performance, but as certain pay- 
ments had not been made according to promises | 
given nothing could be done. The chorus, prin- 
elpals, and orchestra walked out, and as they 
did so Theodore Thomas and his orchestra and 
the ballet of the American Opera Company 
walked in and began a rehearsal of the “ Faust” 
ballet. Signor Angelo went to his office and 
there, with the assistance of his lawyer, made 
the following statement in regard to his diffi- 
culties: 

“TJ was introduced to Mme. Valda in London j 
last July by Signor Strologo, her present repre- 
sentative, and was consulted about forming a 
company. Mme. Valda agreed that if I would 
form the company she would put in £1,000 cash 
toward defraying the expenses. She further 


agreed if that was insufficient to contribute 
further sums found necessary to carry on the 
business. Relying on these statements I formed 
the company, but instead of Mme. Valda’s 
paying me £1,000 she gave me £500. I 
yrought the company here and opened at 
the Academy on Oct. 18 with ‘Ione,’ Mme. 
Bianchi-Montaldo singing the chief rdle. The 
receipts were $1,291 75. The performances 
continued till Nov. 1, and the entire receipts 
amounted to $6,506. The expenses up to the 
same date amounted to $21,806, leavinga deficit 
of $15,300, of which I contributed $12,620, and 
Mme. Valda $2,920. From this must be deduct- 
e4 $240 which Mme. Valda owes for tickets pur- 
chased by her for performances and which are 
counted in the receipts. This leaves the amount 
actually contributed by her at $2,689. It will 
be uherefore seen that I have contributed some 
$13,000, deducting all receipts. 

“ The trouble first began about Oct. 25, when I 
sent to Mme. Valda for $1,000 and she sent me 
®500. The other $500I procured from friends. 
I then informed Mme. Vaida that we were un- 
able to make expenses. and she promised to send 
me £2,000 by Oct. 30 at 2 P. M. Strologo on 
that day sent me word to go right on with the 
performance, as he was coming with the money 
at 4:30 o'clock that afternoon. Strologo came 
and said he hadnomoney. He met Fred Rull- 
man at the Academy, and saidtohim in my 
presence thatif he would lend me $1,000 he 
(Strologo) would guarantee its return by the 
following Saturday. Relying on these represen- 
tations Kullman lent me the $1,000. This 
money has not been repaid. Mime. 
Valda sent for Mr. Rullman on Monday 
morning. Nov, 1. Mr. Kullman ealled upon her 
at the Victoria Hotell and she asked him if he 
would advance her $1,000, knowing that he had 
already loaned $1,000, which she acknowl- 
edged. He asked her what security she «had. 
She said she had none except her word. Hé*told 
her he was not accustomed to doing business 
that way. She said she could give him a note 
indorsed by her landlord. He told her he would 
send her an answer inside of an hour or two. He 
accordingly sent her a telegram stating that he 
would lend the money on the note. He sent a 
representative to the opera, and he waited till 
the performance was over, but did not succeed 
in seeing her. He called on her at the hotel the 
next morning, but she refused to give the note, 
and he refused to give the money without it. The 
money was to pay the orchestra. 

“On Wednesday ‘La Juive’ was to be per- 
formed. Mme.. Valda promised to send the 
money to pay the orchestra, but after waiting 
till 6 o'clock and receiving nothing but promises, 
and Mme. Montaldo being ill, we concluded to 
give no performance. Negotiations and corre- 
spondence were carried on between Mme. Valda 
and myself until Thursday, when Mme. Valda 
came to the theatre and called together all the 
artists who were to sing in ‘ Rigoletto.’ She told 
them she would pay the orchestra on Fri- 
day and would give some money to them. 
Bhe would go on with ‘Rigoletto’ without 
fail on Friday and would keep the company go- 
ing and would make some arrangement with me. 
In proof of this is her own statement in some of 
the papers of to-day. At 1 o’clock to-day Mr. 
Strologo callea at the Academy and in the pres- 
. ence of the artists and Mr. Phasey, the leader of 
the orchestra, stated that he had $1,150, which 
was all Mme. Valda could raise. The artists ob- 
jected unless they received something, and Mr. 

hasey then stated that he was: Willing to take 
half of what he had and give the artists the 
other half. ‘ 

“Every one seemed satisfied and went away 
to prepare for the opera this evening. Mr. 
Strologo claimed the right to take the receipts 
of the box office, to which I assented, not desir- 
ing to disappuint the public again. At 4:30 
o’cluck in the afternoon Mme. Valda sent word 
that she had changed her mind. I immediately 
sent her word that unless she sang and carried 
out her agreement I would close the house and 
explain our relations to the public. At 7:30 
o’clock Mme. Valda arrived at the Academy ac- 
companied by her lawyer.She declined to carry out 
her agreement, and I was compelled to close. 
Had Mme. Valda declined to carry out her agree- 
ment this morning I could have arranged to give 
the opera this evening; but Strologo stated that 
he had the money, and I only knew to the con- 
trary atso late an hour that I could do nothing 
but close.” : 

Mr. Angelo further stated that he did not know 
what he would do next, but his lawyer intimated 
that legal proceeeings would soon make their 
appearance. Alfred Phasey, agent of the orches- 
tra, confirmed Signor Angelo’s statement in re- 
gard to Mine. Valda’s promise to pay the orches 
tra, and said that when he saw her at the Acad- 
emy last night her lawyer told him that Mme. 
Valda could not be buund by any promise that 
was not in writing. 

Mme. Valda was seen at the Victoria Hotel 
last evening. She was both wearied and an- 
nyed, as may be imagined. after the experiences 
of the day, but expressed herself as rather re- 
lieved, on the whole, at the culmination of 
events. ‘ In the first place,” said Mme. Valda, 
*-T should like it to be distinctly understood 
that I .am no, more deeply interested 
in Signor Angelo’s season than the other artists 
of the troupe. I was engaged by Signor Angelo 
as prima donna soprano, to sing 12 times a 
month, at a fixed salary, the engagement to be 
renewable at the manager’s pleasure for the 
ensuing season. Nothing whatever is stip- 
ulated in my engagement as to my 
advancing money to carry on the 
business or as to my _ responsibility as ; 
@® partner of Signor Angelo’s. In proof of 
this assertion,” added the prima donna, “ here is 
the contract referred to.” And Mme. Valda 
hauded THE TIMEs’s representative a printed 
sontract duly filled out and rebearsing, in 
French, conventions to the above effect. This 
tontract bore the signature of Angelo Jacchia, 
and its non-fulfillment on the part of Mme. 
Valda was to entail upon that lady the payment 
of a forfeit of 10,000f. To yey assistance 
to be rendered Signor Angelo no allusion was 
made. “Nevertheless,” went on Mme. Valda, *‘ I 
loaned SignorAngelo money,£500 in England and 
between £100 and £200 here, all of which 
was to be repaid we iv installments, com- 
mencing about the middle of the present 
mouth. Here are the receipts for the sums 
toaned in England.” And Mme. Valda once 
more produced documents to which. Signor 
-Angelo’s signature was affixed and which 
proclaimea his. indebtedness in the amounts 
named. “Now,” said Mme. Valda, “‘ I had grown 
tired of Signor Angelo’s mismanagement long 
before the crash came. You know the 
facts in relation to the non-occurrence 
of Wednesday’s performance. I believe 
Mme. Biancbi-Montaldo was ill, but the 
truth is that several hundred dollars were 
due the orchestra, and that the musicians declined 
to play. Wishing to help matters along I took 
the sum needed to settle with the band and 
tendered it to its a with 
the proviso that he should guarantee me 
that the musimans would perform in Fri- 
day’s representation of ‘ Rigoletto. There 
was some delay in adjusting this point, but when 
it was satisfactorily disposed of, the artists and 
chorus concerned in ‘ Rigoletto’ came forward 
and claimed that half of the money I held 
ought to be given to them. More parleying 
ensued, but even this difficulty might 
have been smoothed over had not a 
fresh one arisen in shape of the non-payment of 
the rent of the Academy of Music. Under the 
circumstances it was impossible to  pro- 
ceed with the opera. [ was at the 
Academy of Music at 6 o'clock this even- 
ing, willing and ready to sing. I was 
at hand to fulfill my duty as an artist, but I 
could not be expected to assume the responsi- 
bilities of an utterly incompetent impresario.” 

On being questioned as to her plans for the fut- 
ure, Mme. Valda said that these were still imma- 
ture. It was possible, however, if not tee rye 
that the company would bereorganized. It con- 
tains much good material, and with careful and 
afiicient management could in all tikelihood be 
kept together during the Winter.

| sons sat down torhe dinner, which was given 


at the Hoffman House, The dining room was 


decorated with flags of Franco and America, and 
the tables, which formed three sides of a square, 
with bouquets and floral pieces. Several ladies 
were among the guests, and the company inelud- 


, ed M. Bartboldi, M. de Lesseps, and the French 


guests; Chauncey M. Depew. Senator Evarts, 
Gen. Schofield, Levi P. Morton, Louis de Bebian, 
M. Le Fevre, Frederic R. Coudert, Richard But- 
ler, and R. C. Spaulding. Informal speeches 
were made by Senator Evarts, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, M. de Lesseps, and M. Bartholdi. 

After the dinner the French visitors went to 
Tammany Hall, which had been diverted from 
its traditional uses and given over to the French 
societies of New-York, who had arranged a ** pub- 
lic reception” for the visitors. The hall was 
made to wear an extremely Gallic aspect. The 
tricoler adorned its stage, and the majestic 
Grenadiers Rochambeau promenaded up and 
the floor, stmking wonder into the 
the French people who crowded 
the room. The big hall was packed. All 
South Fifth-avenue was there in its most 
characteristic aspect. Little French maidens 
laughed, small French youths twirled mustaches 
as big as themselves, and the air was filled with 
the usual French interjections. There were 
present 21 French students from the Columbia 
Institute, with Principal Fowler and Prof. de 
Chadenédes; Prof. Adolphe Cohn, of Harvard; 
L. Mercier, G. B. Hubert, President of the French 
societies of New-York, and representatives from 
Brooklyn, Boston, Philadelphia, Elizaheth, and 
Newark. Twenty-seven French societies were 
represented. 

The guests of the evening, however, were ex- 
tremely late in arriving. In fact. it was nearly 
11 o’clock before they entered Tammany Hall to 
the strains of **La Marseillaise.” In order to 
amuse themselves the French people secured 
the services of a buxom little French singer, 
Mile. Alice Grévin, who sang several popular 
French ditties with much success. “The French 
delegates who finally putin an appearance were 
M. Spuller, from the Chambre des Deputés; M. 
Desmons, another French Deputy, and M. Des- 
champs, from the Municipal Council of Paris. 
They were accompanied by M. Caubert. M. Gus- 
tave May, and others. There was great enthnu- 
siasm in Tammany Hall, and. when M. Spuller 
spoke he was interrupted continually by out- 
bursts of applause. 

He said he always knew that the French of 
America were not alienated from the mother 
country, and his visit to America would have 
lost allinterest to him if he had not seen the 
French societies together. ‘‘ You are in a frec 
country,” he said. ‘ Well, let me tell you that 
we, too, live ina free country. We have learned 
how to speak freely, and we have learned how 
to listen freely. The republic is not free 
from possible errors, but its spirit is 
firmly imbed@ed in the French idea, 
and it is working hard for the future.” M. 
Spuller said it was a great thing to hear America 
say that she lived under republican institutions. 
He honored the French who lived in America 
and who had once been attached to ‘‘that poor 
France” which had struggled with the horrors of 
arevolution. Formerly it was the custom to 
speak strongly against expatriation. That was 
not the political idea to-day. “Vous étes nos 
fréres,” he said, ‘*‘ Rester nos fréres.” 

M. Spuller said that the French Republic had 
made men, and men were not good fora mon- 
archy. Aristocrats would not see that, but it 
was afact. ‘France is still herself,” he added. 
“She can be led by ideas, but not by words. 
Nevertheless, those of you who have not been in 
France for a long time would not know her now. 
The French people do not complain of the schools 
which the republic has provided, as it is com- 
monly believed. Only the monarchists com- 
plain, anditisthe expense about which they 
are troubled. The fact that our republic is de- 
termined to instruct men in order to enfranchise 
them renders her odious.” 

M.Spuller spoke at considerable length, and 
other speeches were made. The. entertainment 
was concluded by a ball.

WANDERING AMID FLOWERS. 


NOTABLE VISITORS DRAW ATTENTION 
FROM THE CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 


There was the usual large attendance at 
the chrysanthemum show in Cosmopolitan Hall 
yesterday, and few of the visitors left without 
purchasing bunches of the beautiful flowers. 
In the morning Miss Newbold, one of the patrons 
of the West Side Industrial School of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, brought 137 of the children, 
beys and girls, to the exhibition. They were 
each presented before leaving with a small 
reg of chrysanthemums as a memento of their 
VISiC. 

In the early afternoon the Chinese Consul, Ye 
Shaw How, with his secretaries, Low Yuk Lin, 
Low Hoo Tong, and L. Wing, arrived. All the 
Chinamen except L. Wing, who was educated in 
America, wore flowing native costume of rich 
material, and long cnes hung down their backs. 
They were objects of much attention, and seemed 
greatly pleased with the exhibition. Mrs. Lang- 
try, accompanied by Mrs. E. G. Gilmore, wife of 
the theatrical manager, visited the hall at 4 
o’clock. and during the time she remained the 
chrysanthemums were neglected. Two varie- 
ties of seedlings, owned by Hallock & Thorpe. 
which had just been awarded certificates of 
merit, were christened respectively the “ Lang- 
try” and the ‘‘ Gilmore,” and the ladies were 
—— with specimens, Mrs. Langtry was 

ollowed around by the crowd, and as she 
reached the exit a little tot asked for a kiss, 
which was graciously accorded. It was expected 
that the Japanese Prince and Princess Kamatsu 
and suite,who had been especially invited, would 
attend last evening, but they were unable to do 
so through press of engugements, and are looked 
for some time to-day. 

The successof the show has been so great 
that the management have decided to keep 
open to-morrow from noon till 6 P. M., and 
from 7 to 10:30 o’clock in the evening. The 
admissifn fee in the afternoon will be 
25 cents, and Cappa’s Band will give 
sacred concerts instead of secular music. 
Last night, after the hall was closed, a new ar- 
rangementin the grouping of the flowers wae 
made, which, it is thought, will prove more ef- 
fective. For conveniénce in making awards, 
each exhibitor’s flowers have hitherto been kept 
together. As all the prizes have been awarded, 
another arrangement, better calculated to show 
the beanty of the different varieties, will be at- 
tempted. The different colors—crimson, yellow, 
white, gold, and the rest—willbe grouped by 
themselvesin masses, and this arrangement is 
expected - are aglowing blaze of color, 
much more efiective than when the flowers were 
a in a promiscuous and vari-colored col- 
ection.

KING WILKES THE VICTOR 


A CHORUS OF PROTESIS AT 


THE HORSE SHOW 
ADMIRERS OF DON COSSACK CLAIM 


THAT HE WAS WRONGED—SOME 
WONDERFUL JUMPING. 

The handsome brass-mounted turnstiles 
which bear about the same relation to the 
clumsy affairs previously in vogue that a thor- 
oughbred racerdoes toa street car horse re- 
corded the entry of another large throng of 
spectators at the Madison-Square Garden yes- 
terday afternoon. A remarkable feature of this 
season's showis the constant attendance of a 
large number of people well known in the world 
of fashion. They arrive early in the afternoon, 
and, with the necessary intermission for dinner, 
remain until the blackboard tells the winners of 
the jumping contest, which always closes the 
evening performance. Great sociability pre- 
vailed in the boxes yesterday afternoon, the 
making and receiving of calls occupying the at- 
tention of their lady occupants to the exclusion 
of any attention to the show which was sup- 
posed to be the object of their presence in the 
Garden. 

The event of the afternoon, it might with truth 
be said of the show, was the contest between tho 
famous stallions King Wilkes, owned by R. B. 
Conklin, of New-York, and Don Cossack, owned 
by Mr. Caton, proprietor of the Caton Stock 
Farm, of Jolet, Ill. The conditions ruling the 
contest were that each stallion should be ex- 


hibited with four of his get, not. to exceed 4 
years in age; the qualities of both parent and 
progeny to be considered. No class had yet been 
exhibited in which the decision of the 
judges carried so much of important 
meaning with it as this, and all pres- 
ent at the show who were personally 
interested in horseflesh watched the proceedings 
with a close interest. The horses met a few days 
ago,andthe many Eastern owners of Wilkes 
stock did not fail to then feel intense satistac- 
tion when they learned that Mr. Conklin’s horse 
had received the blue ribbon. Yesterday after- 
noon the test was a fuller one, involving the 
quality of offspring as well as sire, and if the 
Western horse should be declared the superior 
the reversal of the first verdict, upon new evi- 
dence, would have a decidedly depressing effect 
upon the value of the stock which had received 
quite a boomin from the earlier decision. 

About $80,000 worth of trotting stock stood in 
the ring when the noble stallions and their 
progeny were ranged on either side of the 
fadges" stand. The picture, delightful to the eye 
of a connoisseur, was one that the least know- 
ing layman could uot regard without genuine 
admiration. To the west of the stand, and facing 
the judges, stood King Wilkes, his dark brown 
coat glistening like polished: marble. Bebind 
him, drawn up in line, were Anna Wilkes, a bay 
filly, 15.3 bands, 3 years; Lucy Wilkes,a bay 
filly, 15.1 bands, 2 years; Shelidrake, a bay 
stallion, 14.2 hands, 1 year, and Gracie Wilkes, 
a bay mare, 16 hands, 4 years. Sire and get 
were attended by grooms uniformed in maroon 
jackets and hats and white trousers. Don Cos- 
sack, facing the judges on the westward, was 
backed by Jeannette, a bay mare, 4 years; Lady 
Cossack, bay mare, 3 years; Sallie Cossack, 
bay mare, 2 years, and King Cossack, bay 
stallion, 2 years, the winner in the 2-year-old 
stallion class. Their attendants wore blue and 
white. 

Knowing horsemen thought that as far as first 
appearances went the Cossack stock hed the 
call, but judgment on their part was deferred 
until the exercises necessary, to a°fair display of 
the qualities of the rivyala should be gone 
through. These included traveling around the 
track by the sires and their progeny. When 
this had been done the aforesaid. knowing horse- 
men aflirmed their previous decision, stating 
that both in action and build the progeny of the 
Tilinois horse surpassed their rivals, The 2-year- 
old Sallie Cossack was a marvel of power and 
movement, and although the Wilkes stable was 
the local favorite, her appearance was the signal 
of general applause. There was no gainsaying 
the fact that the Don showed up in better shape 
when moving than did the King, who seemed 
rather stiff, and only saved himself from a de- 
cidedly cold reception when circling the track 
by a tine burst of speed which he showed on the 
third turn. 

The judges’ decision, however, was in favor of 
King Wilkes. It was strongly condemned by 
many impartial personsewho had witnessed the 
contest. “That decision is dead wrong,” said 
Mr. Wallace, the veteran horseman, who had 
watched the proceedings from the reporters’ 
stand. His opinion was indorsed by the editor 
of the Spirit of the Times, L. M. Payne, owner of 
Harold Thorne, and others. For sometime noth- 
ing was discussed but the extraordinary award, 
which was looked upon by those whom it ais- 
pleased as seriously affecting not only the value 
of all other awards made at the show but of the 
show itself as a national institution. 

The tandem show was very fine, good quality 
making up forthe small number of. entries. 
Only five turnouts appeared, but they were 
splendid specimens of this popular style, the 
horses approaching perfection both in style and 
appearance, and the vehicles reachingit. Fran- 
cis T. Underhill took first prize, with Leicester 
and Fairy, and W. E. D. Stokes secured the red 
ribbon with Devil and a handsome black gelding. 

Only three horses responded to the call for 4- 
year-old stallions and over for getting hunters, 
but they were a_ trio that forced admiration. 
Quito, who took second prize; Woodstock, who 
gained high commendation in the thoroughbred 
contest, and F. Gebhard’s ch. s. Eolist comprised 
the exhibit. It took the judges a long time to 
decide upon their respective merits, which were 
tinally declared to be in the order mentioned. 

The jumping contest which closed the after- 
noou’s performance was rather tame. None of 
the horses clexred all the hurdles, and none of 
the jockeys tried to. break their necks. In the 
absence of the looked-for excitement nearly all 
the audience left the building before the result 
was declared. 

The high jumping contest in the evening 
bruught out a-pair of world-beaters. Last year 
Mr. Gebhard’s Leo accomplished the sen- 
sational feat of clearing a hurdle 6 _ feet 
6 inches high, beating the English rec- 
ord of 6 feet 4 inches. Leo has already 
made an appearance at this year’s show, but 
was in bad form and retired without honor. 
The contest last evening restlteain again break- 
ing the record. It was for $100 in plate offered 
by P. F. Collier, of New-York, for the best high 

umper. Foxhali Keene’s. br. g. Hempstead, the 

ong Island Stable’s ch. g. Majesicic, —

hard’s br. g. Peter were the entries and 
all roi Tycoon and Peter retired early, 
and then ensued a grand struggle between tue 
remaining pair. Majestic, whose form. justifies 
his name, although his color, which has an un- 
comely gray element, mars bis appearance, did 
not meet with much favor until he made a very 
clever, clean leap over the 6-foot hurdle. 
Hempstead did equally well, and the spectators 
dropped commonplace occupations and settled 
themselves down to enjoy a sensation. 

A stentorian voice announced that the coming 
jump was 6 feet 619 inches, This evoked tre- 
mendous applause, as it was seen that the odd 
half inch had been given in order to provide an 
opportunity for beating the werld’s record of 6 
feet 6 inches. Hempstead led and cleared the 
hurdle amid rapturous plaudits. Magestic fol- 
lowed and missed. On the second attempt he 
went at the hurdle with a grand rush, bunched 
himself beneath it, and sprang over it in fine 
style. The hurdle was raised again, and when 
the announcement of 6 feet 7% inches was made, 
it seemed futile to hope that either horse could 
accomplish the feat. Both did, however, anda 
breathless multitude leaned forward to watch 
the horses as they ate pel for still another at- 
tempt. Six feet eight inches was the cry, and 
Henipstead led again in the attack. On the 
second trial he just managed to clear the 
top bar, although his landing was so 
severe and sudden that he was barely 
able to bring his hind feet, one of which scraped 
the top bar, along without knocking the hurdle 
down. This feat secured him the victory. Ma- 
jestic made three gallant efforts, nearly succeed- 
ing in the last, and there was ample glory for 
his owners in a defeat which left him still with a 
record of 1% inches ahead of what had for a year 
been considered phenomenal jumping. 

There will be more high jumping to-night and, 
in addition to that set down in the regular pro- 
gramme, there will probably be a contest be- 
tween Frank, a green hunter belonging tu John 
B. Morris, of Baltimore, and George Work’s Ty- 
coon for $50 or over, the result of a challenge 
sent by the former gentleman.

GER HEIRS STARTING IN 
BITTER CONTEST. 
WAILURE OF AN ATTEMPT TO BRING 
ABOUT AN AMICABLE SETTLEMENT 


ENDING IN A STRUGGLE IN COURT. 


Although Miss Henrietta A. Lenox died 
on July 6 last, her will was not offered for pro- 
pate until yesterday, though citation was re- 
turnable on Sept. 13. The Executors named 
in the will had this time extended because 
they hoped to effect an amicable settlement 
among the heirs, some of whom objected to the 
disposition of the property by Miss Lenox be- 
cause they look upon that. disposition as unjust 
to them as heirs-at-law. All effort to preveut a 
contest having failed, the will was filed yester- 
aay by the Executors, Alexander L. Maitland, 
of No. 141 East Thirty-ninth-street; Robert L. 
Maitland, of No. 57 Fifth-avenue, and Walter 
Edwards. 


In their petition for probate the Executors 
state that all the heirs and next of kin of the 
testatrix are Mrs. Eliza 8. Maitland and Mrs. 
Jenette L, Belknap, of No. 46 Fifth-avenue; 
Robert L. Banks, of Albany; Robert L. Kennedy, 
of No. 99 Fifth-avenue; Miss Rachel L. Kennedy, 
No. 41 Fifth-avenue,and Miss Mary L. Kennedy, 
No. 10 East Eleventh-street, who are nephews 
and nieces; Alexander Maitland, Robert L. 
Maitland, Mrs. Eliza L. Dwight, Sing 
Sing; Mrs. Isabella B. Satterthwaite, No. 
251 Madison-avenue; Josephine M. Banks, 
James Lenox Banks, Marie Banks, Lenox 
Banks, John Fisher Sheafe Banks, No. 
79 Fifth-avenue; William B. Banks, Henry 
Lenox Banks, of West Superior, Wis., and H. 
‘Van Rensselaer Kennedy, of No. 45 Fifth-avenue. 
Of these heirs Marie Banks, Lenox Banks, and 


John F. 8. Banks are minors... The counsel for 
the Executors is Hamilton Odell; for Josephine 
L. Banks, North, Wood & Wagstaff; for Jenette L. 
Beiknap and Elizabeth 8. Maitland, De Forest 
& Weeks, and for the contestants, Isabella B. 
Satterthwaite, William B. Banks, James Lenox 
Banks, and Henry Lenox Banks, the firm of Tay- 
jor & Bull. 

Miss Lenox’s estate is valued at from $5,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000, and if her will is sustained 
nearly all the vast property will go to Miss 
Rachel L. Kennedy and Messrs. Alexander 
Maitland and Robert Lenox Maitland. Miss 
Lenox’s will was drawn July 29, 1881, and 
‘was witnessed by W. H. Draper, of No. 4 East 
Thirty-seventh-street; T. 8S. Van Valkenburgh, 
of No. 113 East Seventy-ninth-street, and L. T. 
J. MacLehose, of East Orange, N. J. There are 
three codicils which materially change the dis- 
position of the property. By the will as orig- 
inaily drawn, Miss Lenox, after erdering that all 
her just debts and liabilities be discharged, be- 
queaths to Alexander Maitland, Eliza Lenox 
Maitland, and Robert L. Maitland, children of her 
deceased nephew, Robert L. Maitland; to James 
Lenox Banks, M. D., son of her sister Isabella 
H; to his children, Marie Banks and Isabella 
Banks, and to Rachel L. Kennedy, daughter 
of her sister Rachel C., an equal share in the 
real estate on the easterly side of Fifth-avenue 
forming the block between Seventy-first and 
Seventy-second streets. She provides that the 
block shall be cut into lots 29 feet 2 2-7 inches 
front and 125 feet deep, so that each may have 
a like sharein the property. The property is not, 
however, to be partitioned until James Geddes, 
who now lives there, has had six months in 
which to remove his belongings now on the lot. 
To each of the above-named heirs she leaves also 
$200,000 in cash, except in the case of Rachel L. 
Kennedy, who is to receive $300,000. 

The third clause of the will leaves to J. Fisher 
Sheafe, in trust for the use of her sister Mary L. 
Sheafe, the house and lot No. 55 Fifth-avenue, 
the testatrix reserving the right to dispose of 
the property by will, the property, in case of the 
death of Mrs. Sheafe, to go to the residuary 
estate. 

In the fourth clause of her will Miss Lenox 
leaves $100,000 each to Jenette L. Belknap, 
‘widow of Aaron Belknap; to Mary L. Sheafe, and 
to Josephine M. Banks, daughter otf James L. 
Banks; $10,000 each to her brother-in-law John 
Fisher Sheafe; to her nephew Robert L. Ken- 
nedy; to Sarah A. Kerr, and to James H. Kerr; 
$20,000 each to William M. Paxton, D. D., and 
to Letitia Hanson; $5,000 to Martha Painter, 
and $1,000 to James Geddes. These bequests, 
in the case of the death of any of the persons 
named, are to revert to the residuary estate, so 
the fifth clause of the will provides. 

By the sixth clause she leaves to the Lenox Li- 
brary the lot on Madison-avenue between Seven- 
tieth and Seventy-tirst streets, with the proviso 
that no buildings shall be erected on the lot ex- 
cepting additions to or extensions of the librar 
building west of a line running parallel with 

, Madison-avenue and 100 feet therefrom. She 
also leaves $100,000 to the library, to be used for 
the purchase of books only. 

The seventh clause provides-for these public 
bequests: $50,000 each to the Board of Foreign 
Missions and the Board.of Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church; $25,000 to the American 
Bible Society; $10,000. each to the Presbyterian 
Home for Aged Women at Seventy-third-street, 
New-York; to the Presbyterian Board of Relief 
for Disabled Ministers and the Widows and Or- 
phans of Deceased Ministers, and to the Treas- 
urer of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United: States for the use of the 
Committee on Missions for Freedmen; $5,000 to 
the New-York Society for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor; and $10,000 to the Rev. Dr. 
William Paxton, for use among the poor of the 
First Presbyterian Church. 

To James Boarer is left, inthe eighth clause, 
the life use of the house No. 35 West Twelfth- 
street, insurance and all other necessary ex- 
peuses to be paid by the Exeeutors of the estate. 
fhe ninth clause gives to Letitia Hansen all the 
wearing apparel and bed and table linen of the 
testatrix, and $5,000 worth of such household 
furniture as she shall choose to select from the 
residence No. 53 Fifth-avenue. All other prop- 
erty in_ the house is to be disposed of in accord- 
ance With memoranda left by her with her Ex- 
ecutors. Noneof the yopess in her house or 
stable is tobe disposed of at auction, but may 
be sold as the Executors direct. The same dis- 
cretion as to thé disposal of real estate is left 
with the Executors in the eleventh clause. 

In the tenth clause all the rest and residue of 
the estate is left, share and share alike, to Rachel 
L. Kennedy, Isabella Banks, Alexander Mait- 
land, and Robert L. Maitland. 

The tirst codicil, made Dec. 14, 1883, revokes 
all bequests to James Lenox Banks, M. D., be- 
cause of his death, and gives the Fifth-avenus 
lot willed to him to his daughter Josephine, and 
divides the $200,000 bequeathed to him between 
his widow, Isabella Banks, and her daughter 
Josephine. A second codicil, made April 27, 
1865, revokes the provision that Isabella 
Banks shall become a resifuary legatee, be- 
vause the testatrix had, on the occasion of Isa- 
bella Banks’s marriage, made her a present of 
large sums of money, which gift was not contem- 
plated at the time of the making of the will. It 
also provides that Rachel L. Kennedy, Alexan- 
ler Maitland, and Robert L. Maitland shall be 
the only legatees or devisees under the tenth 
clause of the will. The bequest tothe Rev. Dr. 
Paxton of $10,000 is revoked because “ he has 
ceased to be Pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church.” The $10,000 trust for the poor of the 
First Presbyterian Church parish is transferred 
from Dr. Paxton to Latimer Baily. By this 
todicil too, the loton Fifth-avenue and the be- 
quest of $200,000 to Marie Banks are revoked, 

, and Mary L. Kennedy, daughter of the testatrix’s 
fleceased sister Rachel C. Kennedy, is made the 
recipient of both bequests. The death of one f 
Lenox Sheafe made necessary a third codicil, 
which is dated April 19,1886. By this codicil 
she leaves to her nephews, Alexander Maitland 
und Robert L. Maitland, all the property held in 
trust by Robert L. Maitland, whether under the 
will of the testatrix’s father, Robert Lenox, or 
otherwise, of which John Fisher Sheafe had 
been the Trustee up to the time of his death. 
This property 1s to be divided between the 
nephews share and.share alike, the testatrix 
explaining that this disposition of the property 
ismade by the exercise of the testamentary 
power given for its disposition by her father to 
dispose of all the property held in trust for her 
by Robert L. Maitland. 

To these provisions, each and all, the contest- 
ants protest on the ground that the execntion of 
the will and its codicils were not the free, un- 
constrained. or voluntary acts of the deceased, 
and that when the papers which purport to be 
the last will and testament were executed Miss 
Lenox was not of sound mind, memory, or un- 
derstanding, or capable of making a will. 
Further, it is asserted that the witnesses to the 
will and its codicil did not sign the documents in 
her presence and the presence of one another, 
and did not know that the document purported 
to be a last willand testament. Further, the 
three Messrs. Banks, who are among the con- 
testants, assert that the documents presented 
for probate are not the whole will. They also 
declare in their protest against the probate of 
the will that the will is as a whole illegal, in- 
valid, and void, because it is not subscribed or 
attested to as her last will in accordance with 
the provisions of iaw. 

Mrs. Isabella B. Satterthwaite makes the same 
gemeral protest against the probate of the will, 
and specially protests against the acceptance of 
the codicil of April 27, 1885, which takes from 
herashare in the distribution of the property 
because of gifts made previous to her marriage. 

With so eee millions at stake, and with the 
heirs thoroughly angry regarding the disposition 
of the property, along and bitter contest will

THE OITY GETTING NOTHING. 


TRYING TO RECOVER ITS DUES FOR 
THE BLEECKER-STREET FRANCHISE. 
After much plotting Jacob Sharp got his 

grip on the Bleecker-Street and Fulton Ferry 

Railroad Company in 1876. He would have got 

it there earlierut for the need to prepare the 

ways and means to prevent the city from getting 
any money out of the railroad after he had be- 
come possessed of it. Early in 1873 the Legis- 
lature passed an act empowering the Blescker- 

Street and Fulton Ferry Company to extend its 

route, and imposing on it the duty to pay the 

city $50 a year for each car used by it 


on its route. Toward the end of the same 
session the compensation to be paid the 
city was changed from $50 per car to the lump 
sum of 1 per cent. of the company’s gross re- 
ceipts. Soon afterward the company got into 
financial troubles, the outcome of which was the 
lease of its property, franchises, &c., to Sharp’s 
corporation, the Twenty-third-Street Railroad 
Company, fora term of 99 years, the main con- 
dition of the lease being that, although it should 
be nominally kept in existence, no money should 
pass into or out of its coffers, but that the annual 
compensation to it for the use of its property 
should be divided among and paid directly to its 
stockholders. 

This was a pretty provision to prevent the 
city from getting any revenue from the Bleeck- 
er-Street Company, for if that company received 
nothing it could only pay nothing as a percent- 
age on its minus gross receipts. So, from 1876 
until the present time, the city of New-York 
has provided the Bleecker-Street Company with 
a railroad route without receiving a cent of com- 

ensation. Two years ago Corporation Counsel 

acombe brought suits in equity against Mr. 
Sharp's Twenty-third-Street Company to compel 
it to account for all the money it had received 
from the operation of the Bleecker-Street Com- 
pany’s route, to pay the city 1 percent, on the 
sum thus ascertained, and, finally, to compel it 
to pa $50 for each car belonging to 
itsel which it had run upon the leased 
route. Fin»l argument in these suits was made 
before Judge Van Brunt, in the Supreme Court, 
Special Term, yesterday. Thomas Allison, who 
has conducted the litigation as special counsel 
for the city, argued that the Bleecker-Street 
Company could not, by the mere act of passing 
its property out of its hands, defeat the right of 
compensation vested in the city by the Legisla- 
ture. A liberai cunstruction of the statutes tix- 
ing that compensation must be given them, he 
insisted, for the ce tg of carrying out the leg- 
islative intent, which was that the use of the 
franchise granted to the Bleecker-Street Compa- 
ny should afford a revenue to the city, and that 
no mere technicality should stand in the way of 
the collection of that revenue. 

Osborné E. Bright argued that, as the Bleecker- 
Street Company has had no receipts for years, 
the city could obtain no revenue, nothing being, 
obviously, 1 per cent. of nothing. On the ques- 
tion us to the Twenty-third-Street Company’s 
duty to pay the city $50 for each car belonging 
to itself it has run over the leased Bleecker- 
Street Company’s route, Mr. Allison argued that 
it was an absurdity to assume the law to be 
otherwise than in favor of the city, for, 
if the lessor company had the right to 
defeat one of the conditions on which it obtained 
its franchise it also had the right to defeat them 
all, so that under the lease to the Twenty-third- 
Street Company there was not only no duty in- 
cumbent onit to pay for cars it used on the 
leased route, but there was also no duty imposed 
on it, nor on any other corpuration than the city, 
to keep in repuir the street surfaces between the 
railroad tracks. Judge Van Brunt reserved his 
decision.

LIGHTING LIBERTY'S 





NO MONEY FOR THE PURPOSE, AND DAN- 
GER OF TEMPORARY DARKNESS. 

The Goddess of Liberty was lighted last 
night, but there is a possibility that she may be 
in darkness to-night. When the contracts were 
made for the supplies for lighting the statue 
Edward P. Hampson & Co. furnished the engine 
and motive power, and agreed to furnish an en- 
gineer and men to run it for one week. Mr. 
Goff, of the American Electric luminating Com- 
pany, agreed to furnish the lighting apparatus 
and mento run it also fora week. That week 


expired on Thursday night. When messengers 
were sent to see about the continuance of the 
menit was ascertained that no provision had 
been made for the future lighting of the statue. 
Mr. Goff immediately offered to furnish the light 
and men until Congress should make an appro- 
priation. . William F. Haring, of Edward P. 
Hampson & Co., said he would furnish men to 
run the engine to-night and a short time further. 
Both Mr. Goff and Mr. Haring thought it a 
shame that the lights should be allowed to go 
out, at least while the French guests were in 
the city. Lieut. Melis at first thought that the 
statue had better remain unilluminated, but 
afterward agreed that it should be lighted up 
last night. 

The trouble arises from the fact that the Light- 
house Board has no appropration to continue 
the light. it was the opinion of the board that 
it*was to look after things in connection with 
the celebration of the unveiling of the statue. 
To-day word willbe sent to Mr. Goff whether 
his offer is accepted. It is believed, however, the 
lights will not be turned on to-morrow. As far 
as illuminating the statue, the lights are a fail- 
ure, but this is not the fault of the system, but of 
the arrangement of the lights, which was done 
under the management Lieut. Melis. If the de- 
sign is to make a unique lighthouse of the God- 
dess of Liberty, the present arrangement does 
very well. Mr. Goff, who gave the lights, is anx- 
ious to make experiments in regard to the 
methods of illuminating the statue which will 
realize the hopes of the community in regard to 
the electric lighting. This he has not been al- 
lowed to do nor to make any suggestion in ref- 
erence to their arrangement. It is said that at 
present there are mure lights than are neceés- 
sary in the torch, provided itis to be used as a 
beacon to vessels. There were many visitors to 
Bedlow’s Island yesterday.

NO REFLECTION INTENDED ok THE 
CHARITY ORGANIZATION SOCIETY. 

We have been shown copies of an anon- 
ymous paper which seems to be widely circu- 
lated, purporting to be a “Supplement to the 
Philanthropist,” (entitled “‘Ten Reasons,”’) &c., 
in which an attack is made on the Charity Or- 
ganization Society.

NEW CABLE FOR THE BRIDGE., 
The cable on the Brooklyn Bridge, which 
has been in use for three years, is at last to be 
retired from active service. Already the new 
cable which is to take its place has been 


stretched along the northern track from the 
New-York terminus to the Brooklyn tower, and 
lies between therails, ready to be placed on the 
wheels as soon as it can be carried around the 
circuit and spliced. This will be done and the 
new cable will be in working order probably by 
to-morrow morning. There will be no interrup- 
tion to travel over the bridge while the change is 
in progress. Superintendent Martin says the 
old cable would in all likelihood have done good 
service for some time to come, but as it had de- 
creased considerably in size it was thought best 
to be on the safe side and provide a new one. 
Several times since it was first laid strands have 
broken, and it has been necessary to splice in 
new ones, in some instances for a hundred feet 
ormore. Asthetwo cables are seen together 
the difference in their size is very noticeable. 
The new cable appears to be about a quarter 
larger than the old one, but Mr. Martin says 
they were originally of the same size. Another 
cable will be bought at once, to be ready in case 
any accident happens to the one now being 
placed.

A WOMAN COMMISSIONER. 


FEMALE TEACHERS WANTING A WOMAN 
IN THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 
The movement looking toward the ap- 
pointment of women as members of the Board 
of Education is having what politicians would 
calla “boom.” Every teacher in New-York is 
said to be working for it, and a great 
many people not directly interested in the 
workings of the schools are giving it their 
earnest support. The Associate Alumna of 
the Normal College swung into line yes- 
terday afternoon by passing a resolution 


indorsing the movement. The meeting at which 
this was done was held in the chapel of the 
‘training School. It was unusually lively aud 
cheerful. There at first seemed to be some 
doubt whether or not the indorsement of the 
movement should include the recommendation 
of Mrs. Mary Putman Jacobi, M. D., for appoint- 
ment as Commissioner, as proposed by the 
Teachers’ Mutual Improvement Association, but 
Mrs, Jacobi's friends carried the day unavimous- 
ly. A young woman usked whether the Commis- 
sionership would be given to a woman when 
Mrs. Jacobi’s term was out, or handed over to 
some man. 

* Well,” spoke up a voice, “if we get it we'll 
keep it.” p 

“Why not have it, so that when Mrs. Jacobi’s 
term expires two women will be appointed ?”’ 
was suggested. 

‘We can’t make rules for the Mayor,” said a 
practical-minded young woman on a front seat. 
“We can’t dictate anything. All that we can do 
is to ask.” 

**Well, we can’t grovel any more abjectly than 
we have done.” : 

The young women applauded vivaciously 
when the resolution was carried unanimously. 

The issue upon which the Teachers’ Mutual 
Improvement Association will ask the appoint- 
ment of a woman Commissioner is chiefly that 
of the education of children in the industrial 
arts. The teachers believe that pupils in the 
public schools should be taught something of a 
more useful nature than at present. As Mrs. 
Jacobi represents their ideas more clearly than 
any one else they recommend her for appoint- 
ment. They wishit distinctly understood that 
the movement has no political significance what- 
ever, and that they do not approve of a candi- 
date put forward by Mrs. Lillie Devereux 
Biake and the Woman Suffrage Association. 

Among the aon d signers to the teachers’ peti- 
tion for the appointment of a woman Commis- 
sioner are the foliowing: President I. A. P. 
Barnard, President of Columbia College; Charles 
A. Dana, Mr. and Mrs. Horace K. Thurber, W. 
R. Huntington, William M. Evarts, the Rev. 
Dr. MeGlynn, Robert Collyer, the Rev. and 
Mrs. Henry Y. Satterlee, Calvary Church; As- 
sistant Bishop H. C. Potter, Mrs. Richard Irvin, 
Jr., Mrs. William E. Dodge, Jr., Grace H. Dodge, 
Stephen A. Walker, ex-President Board of 
Education; Mrs. Abram 8.

ARGUING FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


ponds 
TWO VIEWS AS TO THE POWERS OF THE 
SUBWAY COMMISSION. 

Argument was heard by Judge Ingraham, 
in the Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, on 
the motion on behalf of the New-York Under- 
ground Telegraph Company for an injunction to 
restrain the police from arresting the company’s 
officers or employes who attempt to open the 
streets for the purpose of laying conduits. 

John R. Dos Passos, who appeared for the 
company, argued that the police could not law- 
fully make such arrests, as the company had a 


permit from the Department of Public Works 
tor the opening of street surfaces. Proceed- 
ings under that permit were not crimes or mis- 
demeanors, but in entire accord with the law. 
The Police Commissioners had been instigated 
to cause the arrests by the Subway Commission, 
a body which was proceeding under ap un- 
constitutional act, and which, even if it 
were a constitutional body, would have 
no authority over the New-York Under- 
ground Telegraph Company, the latter having 
obtained its rights long prior to the passage of 
the act under which the Subway Commission 
claim the right to reject any scheme for the lay- 
ing of conduits for electrical wires. The Com- 
missioners, Mr. Dos Passos said, were working 
to erect a virtual monopoly in this city, a 
thing which was obnoxious to the spirit of the 
act from which they claimed to deprive their 
powers. To effect their purpose they had ‘called 
to their aid the police, who had in response ex- 
erted their power against persons guilty of no 
crime. Therefore the police shouldbe restrained 
by injunction. 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe said that as sev- 
en Judges, each holding a Special Term of a 
court of record, and two Judges sitting in an 
appellate court—one of them being Judge In- 
graham himself—had declared that the police 
could not be restrained by injunction, 
it was about time for lawyers to refrain 
from re for such injunctions. He 
read the opinion on this head _ written 
by Judge Ingrahain at General Term. Undoubt- 
edly, he said, the New-York Underground Tele- 
graph Company once had the right to put_con- 
duits under the street surfaces, but it had lost 
that right through non-user up to the time when 
the Subway Commissioners came into being, en- 
dowed with the right to pass upon the merits of 
conduit schemes. Without the approval of those 
Commissioners the company’s employes dida 
wrong in attempting to tear up the streets to lay 
conduits, and they thus made themselves sub- 
ject to arrest. 

Judge Ingraham reserved his decision.

RAILROADS IN BROADWAY. 

The Metropolitan Transit Company, hav- 
ing applied to the Supreme Court for an order 
appointing Commissioners to determine the com- 
pensation to be paid by it to the city for the use 
of Broadway and other streets in which it pro- 


poses to construct elevated railroads, the rail- 
road companies that have or claim interests in 
or near those streets, a8 wellas some real es- 
tate owners, sought to intervene as objectors to 
the granting of the application. Gen. George 
W. Wingate and Abram Wakeman, counsel for 
the Metropolitan Transit Company, insisted that 
no others thun the representatives of the city 
have the right to appear against them. 
They argued before Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, that neither the 
railroad companies nor private real estate own- 
ers had interests that could be affected by the 
present proceeding. If, by the result of the pro- 
ceeding, any rights of the railroad companies 
were hurt they could resort to the courts for in- 
junctions. As for the property owners, all their 
rights would be cared for in condemnation pro- 
ceedings. 

Judge Donohue took the matter under consid- 
eration after having listened to arguments by 
Julien T. Davies, for the elevated railroad com- 
panies; Elihu Root, for the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company; ex-Chief- 
Justice Charles P. Daly and George W. Lyon, for 
the Arcade Railroad Company, and Joseph 8. 
Auerbach, A. P. Man, and Enos N. Taft, for prop- 
erty owners. 
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A TALK ABOUT PORCELAIN. 


The lecture room of the Law School of 
Columbia College was more than comfortably 
filled last evening with members of the Chemical 
Society of the School of Mines and their friends, 


whe assembled to hear Prof. Chandler talk about 
porcelain. (Specimens of different varieties of the 
ware were ranged on either side of the platform. 
Prof. Chandler varied the lecture with illustra- 
tions thrown upon ascreen. Hard porcelains of 
the Orient were first shown and discussed, 
after which the Professor took up soft porce- 
luins. Uuder this head came the French, 
English, Parian, and Wedgewood varieties. 
Prof. Chandler said that the kind known as 
Waterloo ware took its name from the report 
that the makers of it got their tirst cargoes of 
bones, which in the ground form are used in the 
manufacture of porcelain, from the battlefield 
of that name. This suggested to the lecturer 
that in case of trouble in disposing of our an- 
cestors, should cremation become general, it 
might be a good idea to take their bones from 
the crematories, mix them with feldspar and 
quartz, and vonvert them into handsome vases 
or other cabinet ornaments,

within the jurisdiction of the United States 
court. 

Gen. Foster, when spoken to yesterday ufter- 
noon, said thatthe indictment would not be 
made public until Bieral was placed in charge 
of the United States authorities. He is at pres- 
ent confined in the Tombs. Deputy Marshal 
Holmes went to District Atturney Martine with 
a bench warrant to take the prisoner into custo- 
dy. Mr. Martine said that it would be necessary 
for him to have proof that the Custom House 
was the property of the United States before he 
could turn over the prisoner. This will probably 
be given to-day, and Bieral will be taken from 
the Tombs and lodged in Ludlow-Street Jail.

The exports of oleomargarine 
and kindred oils amounted to 18,787 packages, 
against 6,970 packages last year, showing a 
monthly gain of 11,817 packages.

Fancy 
full cream cheese sold at 11 3-5 to 11 9-10 cents, 
against 99-10 to 10 1-5 for 1885. Eggs were 
20 7-10 to 21 2-5 cents, against 20 2-5 to 212s for 
October, 1885.
